SUFFERING AND BLOODSHED 
IN OKLAHOMA. 
BITTERNESS AND DISAPPOINTMENT AT 
GUTHRIE — REPORTS OF MURDERS 
OVER CLAIMS—MANY GOING AWAY. 
GUTHRIE, Indian Territory, April 23.—Suffor 
ing began here in dead earnest to-day. Fifteen 
thousand people asked for the commonest nee- 
essaries of life and were unable to obtain 
them even by offering fabulous prices for them. 
The absence of water has caused the most 
hardship. It was an intensely hot day and it 
added to the demand for something to quench 
the thirst. The water of the river has an alka- 
line taste and augments the thirst rather than 
satisfies it. The same can be said of the water 
obtained from the two weils here. Good drinking 
water has been brought here by a pipe live 
from the raiiroad tank, and so great was the 
drain on this that the railroad company called 
on the authorities to keep everybody away 
from the tank. When the trains arrived the 
tanks of the engines were tapped until means 
were taken to stop it. Those who had obtained 
water from the big tank early in the day 
had filled large barrels, and they reaped 
arich harvest by selling it by the cupful for 
10 cents. A little ice was on hand, and it 
readily sold for 10 and 12 centsa pound. This 


painful scarcity of water neariy drove some of 
the people wild. 

Foou also brought big prices and: many who 
were willing to pay for it could net obtain it. 
A mealof bacon or ham and eggs, with stale 
bread und a cup of horrib:e coffee, cost a dollar. 
Such meais engendered a burblog thirst which 
it was impossible to satisfy. 

During the night which followed the first day 
of Guthrie’s existence sleeping aecommoda- 
tions amounted to nothing. here were only a 
few hundred tents and fifteen thousand people, 
including & hundred women. Most of theses 
had not incumbered themselves with any super- 
fluous baggage im the shape of blankets, and 
they had no other recourse than to lay upon 
the bare prairie, with nothing for proteeiion 
Vut the eluthes they wore. 

Discontent and misery is stamped on evrery 
countenance. The whole enterprise is a ter- 
rible disappointment, and just where it will 
end is not very clear. To-day’s trains, while 
they brought in several thousand people, also 
took out about a thousapd who have had 
enough. Adding to this the bitterness engen- 
dered by the “‘hogging” of the town lots by 
Government officials and their friends, it 
will be seen that the eup of woe of 
the average boomer is well, filled and 
prepared to runover. To-day the town site has 
been altered a dozen times. This is calculated 
to breed a degree of uncertainty as to titles, ana 
it adds fuel to the flames of general dissatisfac- 
tion. Many &@ Wan last night used a horse 
and plow with whieh to turrew the 
bounds of his selection. Mueh wordy war- 
fare was the result, and a threatening sweep 
ot the band tothe region of the pistol pocket 
was not of infrequent oecurrence. Taxing it all 
toyether, the situation in Gutkrie is deplvrabie, 
aud it may atauy time culminate in a serious 
disturbance, if not a general riot. 

At 8 o’clock this morning a line of a hundred 
men formed in front of the Land Offiee and 
awaited their turns. Business was transacted 
with the slowness for which the office 1s already 
noted. The office is still the only building in 


town, though a hotel, 40 by 60 feet, 
and a ~bank buuiding, to be owned 
by some Kansas people, are being 


rapidly built. In the river bottom just west of 
the station the ‘‘short card” men and the thim- 
ble riggers have opened business, and one 
boomer is reported to have lost $500 in his 
efforts to “‘ call the turn.” 

The Marshal and the troops furnished the 
poor fellow with little or no consolation. 

One of the sSirangest incidents of the day oc- 
eurred when a young fellow went into’ the Post 


Oftice and requested the Postmaster 
to remove the tent at once. Of course, 
the latter demurred, . but the stranger 


held up nis claus, which he had filed a 
few minutes before, which gave him possession 
of the lot. The Government’s representatives, 
it seems, in their undue haste to grab the whole 
town, had failed to file the claim to the lot on 
which the Post Office stood, and the result was 
that it was removed to another site. 

Candidates for city offiees are canvassing the 
town for votes. About twenty-five men are 
anxious to serve the young city as its first 
Mayor. Prominent among these is an Illinois 
man, who is well known throughout the State 
as a chronic Republiean office holder. With 
Gen. Jasper N. Reece, with Tom Neoedies as 
Deputy Marshal, and a dozen lawyers, Illinois 
is in a@ fair way to obtain recognition of her 
greatness. ; 

Rumors of murders throughout the Territery 

begin to come in with startling regularity, 
and this afternoen Guthrie was startled by a re- 
port that one had been eommitted almost 
within its boundaries. A pistel shot was 
heard which seemed to come from the 
west. A posse of Deputy Marshals at 
ence roda out, but returned, saying that 
two men who were rival claimants to 
the same quarter section of land kaa quar- 
reled, and that one had attempted to kill the 
other, butfailed. Peace had been restored, and 
both men were found tegether inp the tent, hav- 
ing compromised matters by dividing the 160 
acres.. No arrests were made, 
From other portions of the Territory come 
well-authentieated stories of two murders. 
Marshal J. G. Norvum says that Martin Colbark, 
a Chickasaw cattle owner, was shot and killed 
on the eastern berder by aman named Nolan, 
who escaped. The dispute wasover a cluim, 
Nolan having been one of the many who bad 
sneaked into the Territory and had hidden and 
then staked the same claim which Colbark had 
reached by rapid riding. 

The other killing took place fourteen miles 
west of Oklahoma City. A patrol ot Deputy 
Marshals had come across & man named Martin, 
who was engaged in building a sod house. 
The man acted rather suspiciously, and 
ope of the Marshals began riding around 
the premises. He soon eame across what 
appeared to be a newly-made grave, Martin 
was questioned about it and he admitted hay- 
ing shot and killed the man, who was a 
stranger to him. He said he left nis wife 
and children on the southern border and had 
almost killed his horse in his efforts to 
reach this particular elaim. When he found 
the stranger there he became enraged at what 
he considered the man’s dishonesty, and shot 
him through the head. Martin is now under 
arrest. 

A Texan named Davis started on horseback 
at noon yesterday from a point on the Canadian 
River nearest Oklahoma Uity. He ferded two 
streams and made the twelve miles in forty 
minutes. He at once staked and filed his claim 
for the entire loan site of Oklahoma City, but 
on his arrival there he found the same condi- 
tion of affairs as was found by the town-site 
grabbers-at Guthrie. 

The Deputy Marshals and other Government 
officials, with the uuseltishness whieh has been 
their chief characteristic, had grabbed every- 
thing in sight. He expects, however, that his 
title will be eonfirmed from the faet that 
the oflicial land grabbers had failed to 
take out their claims according to law. Similar 
instances threughout the Territory will keep 
the courts busy for a long time, provided many 
of them are not arbitrarily settled by an appeal 
to arms. 

The Kingfisher land effice will not be open 
for business until Thursday, all reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 


ARKANSAS OUiTy, Kan., April 23.—The arri- 
val of the wrecking train from a wreck which 
occurred between two cattle trains a few miles 


south of Seward, Oklahoma Territory, at a late 
hour last night confirms the story of the mur- 
der just west of Gutaorie. 

Two men who failed to obtain town sites in 
Guthrie went two miles west and began staking 
a claim. While hard at work another man came 
out of the bushes and claimed the land as his. 
One of the two men, with the remark tbat the: 
stranger would have to fight for it.made a motion 
for his revolver, but the other man was too quick, 
firing a shot elear through his breast. His com- 
pavion became bewildered, and allowed the 
murderer, to escape. Half an hour later the 
companion was dead. When the Marshals ar- 
rived, for some reason or other he deceived 
them about the facts in the case, and the Mar- 
sh@ls, withont a closer investigation, returned 
to Guthrie. 

The real state of affairs was finally discov- 
ered, and a posse of thirty men was at once, 
organized and started after the murderer. 
They found him, after a hard ride, #nd, when 
called upon to surrender, he made resistance: 
and was riddled with bullets. His name was C. 
Y. Lane. The name of the murdered nan was 
Campis. 

A meeting was beld in this city to-night at the 
Opera House whieh, if its results are attempted 
to be carried out, may lead to disastrous conse 
quences. 

Those who attended were the disappointed 
boomers, and they numbered over five nundred: 
men. Bitter speeches were made, denounoc- 
ing the action of the Deputy Marshals 
and other Government officials who had, 
under the oloak of authority as such, 
staked out for themselves and friends the most 
desirable town sites and quarter sectieng in 
Oklahoma Territory, to the disadvantage of the 
law-abiding and actual settlers, 

It was finally agreed to enter the Oherokes 
BtNp to-morrow in a body, without regard to 
What the consequences of such an illegal ac 
might be. Trouble may at once be expected i 
this foolhardy plan ia carried ont,

PonD CREEK, Indian Territory, April 23.— 
Two stock men named Ragan and Cochrane ar- 
rived bere this morning bringing the first news 


from the camp on the Caldwell and King- 
fisher trail. At 10 o'vlock yesterday 
morning 2,000 wagons and several hundred 


of the Oklahoma border, when Capt. Weodson 
gave the command tu march, and by 11:30 the 
line was reaehed and all ready for the great 
free-for-all race over the prairie. 

Capt. Woodson addressed the boomers, and, 
in the name of the United States Government, 
thanked them for their good behavier. Pre- 
cisely at noon a bugle sounded and the mad 
rush for elaims began. A few yards from 
the start a boomer’s horse stumbled and 
fellupon his rider, breaking the man’s neck. 
Another boomer, in a buggy. wishing to give 
new energy to hia fagged-out horses, fired off a 
shotgun and accidentally killed a man. 

N. P. Reese, a photographer, who also got in 
this morning from the Caldwell trail camp, 
says that Sunday night the boomers held a 
church .meeting, and during the sermon two 
men got into an altercation regarding a horse 
trade. One of them was fatally stabbed, and 
this is the only tight as yet reported. 

The tirst stage coach frow Kingfisher, which 
was expected in Pond Creek at 4 P. M.. with 
earliest tidings from the western district of 
Oklahoma, had not arrived at 7 P. M. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 23.—The folloWing 
special was received by the Kansas City Times 
frem King Fisker, having been sent to Fort 
Reno by courier. 

King Fisher 1s a@ grown town already, except 
that titles are sumewhat indispute, aud nv town 
otiicers are yet elected. Chicago-avenue is half 
@ mile long. The officers of the Roek 
Island Railroad, the Cannon Ball Stage Line 
and other corporations are in one bnilaing, 
which is in @ canvas tent ten feet by twelve. 
Not the slightesj trouble of any kind has oc- 
curred, though in many instances there are 
several claimants to one town lot. Home- 
steads are oecupied in ail directions. 

Capt. Woodsun gave the settlers under his di- 
rection a fair start onthe line at noon. The 
horseback men dashed recklessly across the 
prairie, the wagons and carriages following in 
haste and confusion. The tirst arrival at King 
Fisher was W. B. Guthrie, from Custer County, 
Neb. He rode ao siim bay mare, and covered 
the twenty-fiye miles in one hour and three- 
quarters, Not twenty feet bebind him was W. 
C. Yooum of Harper, Kan. The two rede side 
by side the whole way. W, H. Donnelly of 
Harper and Jerry Notter of Leoli eame just be- 
hiod. They were after town lots. 

The greater majority of those to whom Capt. 
Woodson gave the starting signal went direct 
to their claim. Many passed through here 
southward last night. Aimost every King 
Fisber man wears 4 six-sbooter and wears it 
where he can get it very easily, but all are good 
humored and matters will probably be settled 
by law. The town is spreading over the whole 
section. 

Accounts from the line say that the start 
from there was an exciting spectacle. The 
line was formed at 10 o’clock and was ten 
miles long. Capt. Woodsen’s managements 
was perfect. At the signal the noise that 
burst forth was terrific. agons Were broken 
inthe rush, and others broke down in the 
gullies and sharp turns in the road, and all the 
way from here to the line the road is strewn 
with wrecks. 

Among the first vehicles to arrive was a light 
Wagon drawn by a splendid pair of horses. The 
occupants were George B. Morris and W. R. 
Brownley. both formerly of the Larned Land 
Ottiee, and George Worrell, of Larned. They 
took lots in King Fisher. Two yonng ladies 
named Gilliland, teoka elaim just this side of 
the north line, The men gave them a show and 
their claim is not disputed. .They were in an 
open buggy, with a sorre! mule, and a tent 
dangling behind. A man named Hopper has a 
lot here and his sign reads: “Keep off this 
claim, [ have a gun.” 





1HE AMERICAN COLONY. 





CANADA WILL MAKE AN ENDEAVOR 
TO STOP ITS GROWTH. 

OTrawa, Canada, April 23.—The American 
colony in Canada will remain undisturbed. 
Prof. Weldon’s bill to amend the. Extradition 
act was passed to-day in the House of Ccom- 
mons, with amendments depriving it of its Ea; 
troactive effect. This méans perfect immunity 
for the hundreds of boodlers who are making 
the most of their unhappy fate in Uenada 
just now. Prof. Weldon, however, expresses 
himself as confident that the bill avill pass in 
the Senate, where the Government has a par- 
tisan majority. The amendments adopted 
to-day were numerous. Breaches of trust 
and procuring of abortion were added 
to the schedule of extraditable offensea 
Parliament, however, struck out  bilaox- 
maii, perjury, and subornation of perjury. 
Prof. Weldon supported tho bill in a very elo- 
quent speech. He said Canada should rid her- 
self of the refugees, who were demoralizing her 
young business nen. When he coneluded the 
Hon. Edward Blake, recognized as the great 
legal light of Canada, extended congratula- 
tions, as did scores of others. Twenty or 
thirty membera spoke. Every one indorsed 
tne principle of the bill, though several thought 
it wens too far in one or two directions, Befere 
the-bill was passed Prof. Weldon secured the 
adeption of another amendment, which pro- 
vides that no prisoner shall be surrendered 
unless a guarantee is given that they shall be 


tried only for the offenses tor which they are 
extradited. 





THE PRESIDENT’S JOURNEY. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The President and 
his family and the other guests from Wasbhing- 
ton of the New-York Centennial Committee are 
to be taken from this city to Elizabethport in 
the most cemfortable style of which the 
Pexnsylvania Railroad Company is capable. 
Assistant Passenger Agent Boyd, ‘who 
was here to-day to make the arrangements, 
says that the train will be made up with pri- 
vate cars fer the President and his family and 
the Justices of the Supreme Court and with 
a sufficient number of sleeping cara for 
the other guests to give cach passenger 
an entire section fer the trip. The President 
and the Justices will have their meals provided 
by caterers in theirown cars, while’ the other 
guests will dine or breakfast in a dining car of 
the Chicago limited pattern. 

The itinerary of the trip will provide for a 
start from Washington at 1 o’elock Menday 
morning, for stops at all the points on the 
Penusylvania Road that have been made mem- 
orable as halting plaiee 10 the. journey of Wasb- 
ington from Mount Vernon to New-York, and 
for an arrival at Elizabeth at about 7 ors 
o'clock in the morning. After the reception by 


the Governor of New-Jersey is over, and at 
9:30  o’clock, the train will be run 
down to Elizabethport and the Preai- 


dent and his party will be delivered to the 
Reeoption Committee from New-Yerk. The 
return from New-York will begin Wednesday at 
4 in the afternoon, and the schedule oalis fer 
aD unusually quiek trip to the capital. 





SULPHUR FUMES MAKE TROUBLE. 

FOXBOROUGH, Mass., April 23.—Tenney & 
Dupee, straw goods manufacturers of New-York 
City, have sold their large manufactory here to 
A. & F. Bemis. The property is one of the 
largest In the State and formerly furnished em- 
ployment to over one thousand people. Tenney 
& Dupee beught the preperty three years ago. 
They have employed from three hundred to four 
hundred people in part of it and part was leased 


toA. & F. Bemis, who employed about two 
hundred people. Neighbors of Tenney & Dupee 
have brought injunction suits against them for 
damages alleged to have been sustained from 
the burning of sulphur, which 1s.used in the 
process of bleaching straw goods. The town 
held an indignation meeting anda committee 
was appointed to confer with the parties to.the 
suits, and money has been raised by citizens to 
resist the sults.

A BLOW AT THE KNIGHTS. 


WHICH GRAND MASTER WORKMAN 
POWDERLY IS TRYING TO AVERT. 

DETROIT, April 23.—Grand Master Powderly 
came to this city Saturday, addressed a meet- 
ing of workingmen on Sunday on general topics, 
and has remained in town much to the mystiii- 
cation of most people. To-day the real object of 
his visit was disciosed, when it was discovered 
that a national convention of machinery con- 
structors, Knights of Labor, was being secretly 
held here. It is composed of delegates from 


loval bodies all over the United Siates, repre- 
senting draughtsmen, pattern makers, molders, 
boller makers, blacksmiths, and machinists. 

It has leaked out that this combination of 
Knights of Lavor Assemblies, the most influen- 
tialin numbers in the United States, have in- 
-Blrueted their delegates to take steps to secede 
from the Knights of Labor and resolve them- 
selves into trades unions and have representa- 
tion in the Federation of Trades. Their move- 
ment 18 based upon the cluim tbat the general 
manegement of the Knights of Laboris of no 
value to them, and that their interests will be 
better subserved in the trades unlons. Mr. 
Powuerly 1s using every argument in bia power 
to prevent what would be a heavy blow, not 
only to himself, but to the organization of the 
Knights of Labor geuerally. 

Late this evening it is learned that Mr. 
Powderly bas been entirely successful in his 
efforts to pacify ail discontent among the ma- 
chinery men. He has assured them that their 
rights shall be fully protected and ail griev- 
ances looked into and redressed, and it is now 
authoritatively stated that no secession will 
take place.

YELLOW FEVER AGAIN. 





FLORIDA THREATENED WITH A RETURN 


OF THE SCOURGE, 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 23.—A report was 
current here to-night that Sanford, 150 miles 
south of here, had a sudden death this morn- 
ing, supposed to befrom yellow fever. All sorts 
ef rumors are current here to-night, but nothing 
can be learned, except that there has been ene 
death, that the house and otherinmates are 
strictly isolated, and that all precautions have 
been taken to prevent the spreud of the disease, 
if it proves to be genuine yellow fever, which 
many doubt. Dr. R. P. Daniel, President of the 
State Board of Health, is on the gruund investi- 
gating, butuas the telegraph office clesed there 
at 9 v’cloek, nothing definite can be had to- 
night. 

Jacksonville is alert, and on the first rumor 
the Board of Health had a meeting. If the case 
proves to be yellow fever, a strict quarantine 
will be placed at once. This city fears no 
trouble and there is no excitement 





STRIKERS USE VIOLENCE. 

PITTSBURG, April 23.—The arrival this morn- 
ing of:.eighteen colored non-union men at the 
Allegheny Bessemer Steel Works at Duquesne, 
where a strike for an increase of wages is now 
in progress, created considerable excitement, 
About two hundred of the strikers had assembled 
about the gate leading to the works, and when 
the colored men marched up a number of the 
strikers pulled their revolvers and threatened 
death to any man who entered. They seemed 
in earnest, and after a parley ef nearly an heur, 
during which threats of violence to * black 
sheep’ workmen were made, the non-union men 
agreed to return to the city and not go to work. 
A subscription to pay their fares back was raised, 
and they returned to Pittsburg on the next 
train. The big piant is still idle, the attempt to 
resume to-day having been abandoned. The 
strikers keep off the company’s property, but 
get as close to the ‘line as possible. As both 
sides appear firm a iong strugeg!ie is expected. 

Apotner sguad of twenty colored men went 
to Duquesne to-night and succeeded in getting 
inside the works without being molested. As 
soon as they entered, however, the few white 
men still at Work, including the bosses, left the 
mill and refused to go back as long as the col- 
ored men remained. 

About 7 o’cloek this evening Superintendent 
Treat addressed the strikers, and told them if 
they promised not to molest the colored men 
they would be sent back tothe eity. This the 
strikers agreed to do, and the negroes marched 
to the atation amid cheers. The mill owners 
notified Sheriff McCandless that they would hold 
the county responsible for any damage done in 
case et & riot. ‘the Sheritf addressed the 
strikers, and the leaders promised to commit no 
overt act.

LOVELL’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATED. 

Ngew-HaAvVEN, April 23.—The Lancasterian As- 
sociation held a banquet at Loomis Hall to-night 
in honor of the ninety-fourth anniversary of the 
birth of John E. Lovell, the founder of the old 
Lancasterian School. About two hundred of the 
three hundred surviving pupils of Mr. Lovell 
were present, many of them gray-haired men. 
The oldest of them, Horace Mansfield, is an 
octogenarian, who recalls the incidents of lo- 


cating the school and can repeat its entire his- 
tory. Ex-Gov. Henrys B. Harrison presided at 
the banquet.

TO PASS THE ACCOUNTS 


SEEKING A MAN FOR JUDGR 
DURHAMS PLACE. 
SOMEBODY WHO WILL DEAL WITH MR. 

DAVENPORT'S 
STATEMENT—PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
WASHINGTON, April 23.—When the friends of 
ex-Cengressman John R. Thomas of Illinois 
learned yesterday of the resignation of First 
Controller of the Treasury Milton J. Durham, 
they began at once to assert that Mr. Thomas 





was sure to get the place. To-night 
they are not at all confident, and it 
is the general impression that the ex- 
Representative will .meet with as_ little 


success as he did in his efforts to be made Sec- 
retary of the Navy. It is asserted with much 
positiveness that the new First Controller will 
be Mr. Asa Matthews, a prominent member of 
the Illinois Legislature. Some persons, how- 
ever, who elaim to have inside information, be- 
lieve that President Harrison apd Secretary 
Windom have agreed to give the place to a New- 
York man, whose name they are keeping quiet. 

Mr. John I. Davenport’s extraordinary ac- 
ceunt fér the last national election is supposed 
to be still in the possession of Attorney Gener- 
al Miller, to whom it was handed by Secretary 
Windoni. Itis safe to assume, however, that it 
will be brought to light with reasonable dis- 
patch after Judge Durbam’s successor has as- 
sumed office, and Mr, Davenport may expect to 
see it duly allowed, since the President and the 
Attorney General regard the account as ail 
right. It will make no difference to Mr. Daven- 
port whether his extraordinary aecoupt is paid 
from tae fund for the miscellaneous expenses 
of the judiciary, as indorsed upon it by the 
Attorney General, or the permanent fund from 
which First Auditor Chenowith thinks It should 
bo paid. Whatthe Chief Supervisor of Elec- 
tious wants is the $400 for supervisors’ badges, 
the $500 or $600 fur carriage and ’bus hire, the 
$1,200 for room rent, the $100 for detectives, 
and all the other items in his account. 

Judge Durham’s successor may safely antici- 
pate the early arrivai of Mr. Davenport’s gen- 
era! aecouuts for the elections of 1886 and 
1888, and a visit from the Chief Supervisor, as 
Judge Durham had, tosee how the accounts are 
gottibg along. When these accounts do come 
in, those who know Mr. Davenport and are 
aware of the “pull” which he ap- 
pears to enjoy with the present Administra- 
tion, will be surprised if the items do 
net include the full ten days’ pay of each super- 
visor of election, instead of the .five days’ pay 
which Attorney General Garland and tbe last 
Administration lvuoked upon as wu sufficient 
allowance. Itis regarded as a fair supposition 
that Mr. Davenport kuew what he was about 
when he held back his general aecpunts until 
after the Demucratic Administration had re- 
tired. 

Decisions were reached by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to-day in regard to two New- 
York State public buildings. The Binghamton 


people have been very much exercised for some 
time about the propriety of continuing the 
work on a now half-completed edifice, or sus- 
pending it. with the hope of obtaining a new 
site and an appropriation sufficient to carry 
out the design of the architect in a more popu- 
lar location. The appropriation for the site 
and building was limited to $150,000. A site 
ou the river bank, costing abuut $20,000, was 
selected, and the building was roofed, when the 
effort was made te have the work suspended, 
Nearly $100,000 has been expended. 

When the Seeretary of the Treasury looked 
into the matter} he came to the conclusion that, 
although the site was unsatisfactory, the ex- 
penditure of $50,000 to remove the buiiding, to 
say nothing about the cost of anew site and the 
indefinite delay that might be encountered in 
obtaining a new appropriation from  Con- 
gress, would not justify him in order- 
ing the work suspended. With a number 
of outstanding contracts fulfilled, the expendit- 
ures Wili greatly exceed $100,000, and an in- 
terruption of the wurk would inevitably result 
in several demands trom contraetors for indemni- 
livation, The history of the Binghamton public 
building is n6tsitogether nice, but the Secre- 
tary does not think lf can be made any more at- 
tractive to Congress by increasing its cost, 

In Buffalo the Government was presented 
with the prospect of litigation over the site of 
the First Church, which had been decided upon, * 
but fer which the deed had net been eecured. 
A cougregation that did not want the United 
States for a neighbor sided with a wealthy 
savings bank that was willing to pay a good 
price for: the ground and put up a building 
to cost $1,000,000. The proposition of the 
savings bank proved to be so immensely popn- 
lar that when the representatives of the Gov- 
ernment were informed that the property had 
been disposed of to the bank ‘‘subject to the 
claims of the United States,” it was at once seen 
that the ouly way by which the Government 
could hold on te the property would be 
by going into court to assert and maintain a 
prior purebase. As Buffalo haa recently en- 
larged its public building at considerable ex- 
Pense, and there dees not uppearto be anyim-. 
mediate necessity for an absolutely new struct-

The nomination of a Public Printer has been 

promised almost daily for a week, and all the 

later predictions have favored the selection of 


ex-Postmaster F. W. Palmer of Chicago. These 


reports were justitied by the President to- 
day. when he told Col. Holloway of 
Indiana, who has been a candidate for 


the office, that he should appoint Mr. Pal- 
mer. it is understood that the President 
became satisfied as soon as he compared the 
qualifications of Mr. Palmer with those of the 
other candidates who had made applieation for 
the place that he was in most_respects the best 
of the lot. Palmer is a New-York State man by 
birth, and he learned the trade of printer and 
vookbinder in Chautauqua OCounty, where he 
was born. After his removal to Ivewa he 
was forsix years the State Printer. He was 
proprietor of the Des Moines Kegister and sold 
that paper to J. 8. Clarksen and his brother in 
order to connect himself with the /nter Ocean at 
Chicago. He is accounted not only a good 


printer, but an exceedingly skillful 
olitician as well. As the Government 
rinting Office is absolutely outside the

Mr. Charles Denly, the United States Minister 
to China, in a report on taxation in China, says: 
“How different this condition is from thatin 


our own cities, where sometimes 3 per cent. on 
a high valuation is exacted for public pu¥poses. 
In China, the chief tax is on lund; there is no 
tax on personality. The land tax, the salt 
monopoly, lekin, foreign and native customs 
duties, and the proceeds of sales of honors and 
offices make up the revenue of the State. To 
the absence of taxation of the body of the 
people may well be ascribed the permanence 
of the Government and the tranquillity and 
contentmexrt of the Chinese race.” 


Consul General Waller, at London, in a report 
to the Department of State, says there has been 
a general revival of the trade and commerce of 


the Uvited Kingdom. The returns, he says, 
clearly show a decided improvement in both 
the volume and character of the business done 
in 1888 over the previous year, and this in- 
ereased prosperity, which promises to continue, 
is not confined to any particular industry. Itis 
apvarentiy due to legitimate trade and not to 
speculation. The improvement in business is 
espeolally notable in the shipbuilding industry, 
the total tonnage of ships built in 1838 never 
having been exceeded except in two instanees 
in the history of shipbuliding. 


Mr. Rufus Magee, the United States Minister 
to Sweden, says that an examination of the 
book of annual crop statistics for 1888 shows 


that there has been a decrease both in quality 
and quantity of agricultural products, while 
prices are higher than in the ten years preced- 
ing. The enchanced price, Mr. Magee says, is 
aue to the tariff laws enaeted last Winter. 
“There has been,” adds the report, ‘no cor- 
responding benetit, wages have not increased 
or employment been more general.”

A DISGRACEFUL SCENE IN THE 
ASSEMBLY CHAMBER. 
BITTER WRANGLE OVER’ ELEVATED 

RAILROAD TAXATION—THE VEDDER 
WHISKY BILL PASSES THE SENATE. 
ALBANY; April 23.—There are two Senators of 
the State who are very much disgusted with the 
peanut politics which their colleagues are dis- 
playing in the treatment of great public meas- 
ures, particularly these which affect the city of 
New-York, Messrs. Van Cott and Hendrieks. 
The politics practieed by the majority this sea- 
sion refleets the capabilities for leadership and 
the calibre of the men who are acting the part 
of leadera ofa great pariy. Having juggled 
with high license and ballot reform until Mayor 
Grant’s Rapid-Transit bill came along, the Re- 
pubdlicans this week lave developed two more 
acts of their comedr. Gen. Husted last night 
recalled the final adjournment resolution—as- 
tensibly to hold it over the heads of the Demo- 
crats if they should become obstreperous—but 


Mr. Sheehan intimated in the House te-day 
that the real purpose was to allow a certain 
bnumber of bills nuw slumbering suspicious/y in 
committees to be passed. 

Orainarily all committees make their final re- 
ports on April 5. This year, for reasens best 
known to the leaders, this time bas been indefi- 
nitely extended—an unparalleled proceeding 
and one thatis fraught with untold danger to 
the taxpayers. All the jecbbers, lobbyists, 
wreckers, and legislative hizhwaymen through- 
out the State will thus be drawn to Albany dur- 
ing the last week of the session, and the predic- 
tion can be safely made that this session will 
be wound up with a highcarntval of corruption. 

Everything is already pointing that way. The 
Assembly and Senate Chambers are packed 
every day with political jobbers and lobbyists, 
who openly ply their trade under the very eyes 
of the presiding officers, who thus far have 
made no effort to drive them from the fleor, but 
who,on the contrary, by the freedom allowea 
these people, encourage them in their nefarious 
trade. At every session lobbyists can be seen 
oecupying the seats of Assembly men and Sena- 
tors. This morning at one time there were 
seven lobbyists in members’ seats in the lower 
house. ; 

Just before the House adjourned to-day Gen. 
Husted offered a resolution, which was adopt- 
ed, providing that the House meet at 10 o’clock 
to-morrow morning for the purpose of receiving 
reports from committees. Tne sole purpose of 
this proposition is to permit the Cities Commir- 
tee to report the Non-partisan Police bill of Mr. 
Hamilton’s tw insure the continuance of Mr. 
Stephen B. Frenchin power. The Repnbiicans 
have begun to understand that they cannot ac- 
complish their purpose with Mayor Grant by 
holding back the Rapid-Transit bill, and they 
have started in on a new tack and propose to 
browbeat or bulidoze him. At the afternoon 
session of the Senate the Non-partisan Police 
bill was ordered to a third reading at the same 
time the Cities Committee of the House deter- 
mined to report it favorably. 








THE ASSEMBLY. 

It was a stirring day in the Assembly. Th 
trouble began as soon asthe prayer was fin- 
ished. Leader Sheehan of the minority accused 
Gen. Husted of bad faithin recalling the final 
adjournment resoiution in his absence. Mr. 
Sheehan claimed thatan agreement had been 
made between them that nothingof the kind 
should be done. “If there 1s any politics in this 


movement,” exelaimed Mr. Sheehan, ‘‘I wishta 

say that Gen. Husted has violated his promisu 

made to mé, Violated it shamefully.” 

**How’s that? What's that?’ cried Gen. 
Husted. *‘I wish to say, Mr. Speaker’— 

‘“‘Ir the question 1s @ political one,” repeated 
Sheehan, “ he has broken his promise indecently. 
What bills are en the desk that the people ure 
interested in that we can’t pass before the day 
of final adjournment? in whose interest is 
this resolution offered? Is it for the purpose of 
passing a Ot of bills that are now slumbering 
in certain committees in a@ suspicious manper ? 
Is that the reason? 1 wish toenter my solemn 
protest against the reconsideration of that reso- 
jution, and wish to be entered on the journal as 
having voted ayatiuss it?” 

**I don’t propose to answer any of the gentle- 
man’s impertinent questions in this place,” re- 
marked Gen. Husted with some heat. “ There 
was no Politics in that resolution matter of last 
night. I have no apologies to make, no excuses 
to offer, and no answer to bis imputations.” 

“The only thing I desire,’’ sai:i Mr. Sheehan, 
**is for Gen. Husted to say whether he was 
governed, as the papers this morning say he 
was, by any political motive ?”’ 

I do not propose to answer that question in 
this house,’’ repiied Gen. Husted, evasively. 

“ Then I will ask in whose interest the resolu- 
tion was offerea ?” demanded Mr. Sheehau. 

‘That is none of your business,” retorted 
Gen. Husted, ana the colloquy ended. 

Mr. Ainsworth’s Pure Beer bill passed the 
House. It proposes to prevent tneadu’ eration 
ot beer by glucose or grape sugar, In explain- 
ing its purpose and merits Mr. Ainsworth suit 
that hereafter beer would be made of barley 
and malt, which were raised Dy the people of 
the State, instead of corn raised in the Western 
Siates. Only fuur negative votes wero casi 
against it, those of George H. Bush, Endres, 
Roesch, and Strassbure. 

‘the words “liar and coward” are not heard 
on the floor as often these days as in the Tweed 
days, but they were passed to-day, in the heat 
of debate, and the more belligerent members 
are looking to see what the upshot will be. The 
McCann bill te exempt the Brooklyn elevated 
railways from taxation for five years was on. 
Mr. McCann championed it of eourse. He de- 
clared that all the working people of Brooklyn 
favored it and all the newspapers supported it. 
“Read any newspaper in Brooklyn,” cried the 
impulsive Aspinall, “ana you will see what 
they say of this atrocious steal!” Mr. MeCann 
declared that the companies were poor. 

“Tg 1t not true,” asked Mr. Crosby, “that 
the bonas were issued at 60 and the stock was 
given away, and that the bonds are now selling 
at 110 and the stook at 35?” 

“T don’t know anything about that,” replied 
Mr. MeCann. “It may .be that Mr. Crosby’s 
sources of information are better than mine.” 

Mr. Aspinall declared that ten of the twelve 
Representatives from Kings—all the Democratic 
members in fact—would be found voting in 
favor of the bill. It was a well-laid and deep- 
laid scheme to relieve a corporation from pay- 
ing its taxes. If a canvass were made of Kings 
County, pine out of ten persons would be found 
against it, the press was against it, the peo- 
ple were against it, and even tne Demo- 
cratic General Committee had passsed res- 
olutions against it. ‘“But," he exclaimed, 
“mighty shrewd politics are in it. We 
see the spectacle of the Democratic Party as an 
organization opposing it and the Democratic 
members as representatives sustaining it. What 
does it mean? Why, that the Democratic Party 
can go before the people next Fall and say we 
did not pass the bill, but those hayseed Repub- 
Heoans in Albany passed it. 

-“Ts this a campaign speech?” asked the law 
student, Haggerty, who, with Mr. McCann and 
Mr. MeCarren, had interrupted the speaker sev- 
eral times. 

“No Sir.” replied Mr. AspinalL “Itis a 
speech for the people ofthe city of Brooklyn 
against an outrageous and atrocious steal. 
That’s what itis.” Continuing, he saia that he 
had been approached and threatened in regard 
to his position on this bill. He had been toid 
thatif he opposed the bill it meant political 
oblivion. He would prefer political death to 
supporting a bill of this kind. Every honess 
man in the House, Democrat and Repablican, 
oucht to vote this bili down.” 

Mr. McCarren was not pleased at this evi- 
dance of Vacillation on the part of his colleague. 
He was surprised that a man should promise to 
do one thing and do another. He charged Mr. 
Aspinall with having pledged himself not to 
oppose the bill beyond the Committee of the 
Whole. 

“If the gentieman makes that assertion,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Aspinall, “‘keisan arrant coward 
and a lar in his beart.” 

Mr. Sperry of Kings delivered a capital speech 
against the bill, proving by facts and tigures 
the present prosperity of the company. 

The biil was defeated, receiving »ut 16 votes, 
while 68 were cast against it. This vote does 
not prove thatthe biil is dead, for the iopby, 
under the etiicient managementof S. B. bDutener, 
cleverly withheld their strength for the purpose 
of bringing the billup atsome future day and 
rushing it through when there is not so much 
excitement and iil feeling as were displayed 
to-day. 

Through Mr. Crosby’s assistance the Groat 
bill to permit the Standard Oil Company to ex- 
tend the bulkhead line at Greenpoint passed 
the House. Mr. Great was notin his seat, but 
Mr. Crosby moved the bill. He said he had ex- 
amined it earefully, and had reached the cou- 
clusion that the only opposition to the measure 
came from two sources—the first the fear that 
the result would be to narrew the channel;

“Vhe Baines New-York Central Speed bill 
passed the House and was sent to the Governor, 
Judge Yates explained its purpose. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad had the same law adopted in 
Pennsylvania, and in consequence was enabled 
to make more rapid time on its through trains 
than the New-York Oentral. All through the 
State many towns had passed ordinances limit- 
ing the speea of passenger trains to six 
miles an hour. Every day engineers 
violated the laws. If the laws were 
strictly enforced ferty-seven hours would 
be consumed in traveling from New-York to 
Baffalo, This bill prohibits towns ef less than 
50,090 inhabitants imposing any limitation on 
express trains of less than thirty miles an hour. 

Tne New-York Sinking Fund bill, which was 
intreduced in the Senate by Mr. Van Oott and 
in the House by Mr. Fish, was sent to the Gov- 
erner, 





THE SENATB. 

Senator Laughlin consumed this morning’s 
session in a fruitless attempt to defeat Senator 
Hendricka’s Syracuse Water Supply bill, which 
was the special order for the day. The bill pro- 
vides that the water from Skaneateles Lake, 
which is at preseat used to flush the Jordan level 


of the Erle Canal, shall be turned to the uses of 
the oity of Syracuse. Mr. Laughlin spoke for 
nearly two hours againet the measure, claiming 
that its passage would be the first step toward 
wiping out the canals of the State. He at- 
tempted to prove that the water from Salmon 
River would be equally suitable for the pur- 
poses of the people of Syracuse. He said that 
the withdrawal of this water supply from the 
level would seriously affect navigation on the 
canal. The bill was passed with bus three votes 
recorded against it. 

After taking a recess until 4 o’cloek the sec- 
end special order was censidered, the amend- 
ments to the rules offered by Mr. Raines. Chief 
among the changes was one providing that in 
case of the failure, neglect, er refusal of the 
presiding officer to certify to the passage of 
any bill, as required py rule 5, the President 
pro tem. shall have power to certify to the bill, 
and another amendment prevides that no per- 
son other than officers of the State, members, 
piticers, and employes of the Senave or Assem- 
bly, and persons designated under rule 10 (the 
official reporters) shall be admitted to the floor. 
The changes were adopted without discussior. 

Senator Fassett offered a resolution providing 
that during the remainder of the session no 
Senator shail speak more than twice on the same 
diay on the same subject, and then for nos more 
than five minutes without leave of the Senate, 
and this resolution, which practically embraces 
the powers of the *“ previous ee and is 
intended to expedite the public business, was 
also adopted. 

Hardly had the vote of 19 to2 been announced 
when the President proceeded to put the new 
rule to the test by ordering the fergeant at 
Arms to Glear'!the floor of all persons not entitied 
to its privileges. 

Engineer {ves made a bold attempt to resur- 
rect the Rapid-Transit bill by moving that it be 
taken from the table and considered at once, 
He said that there were fifty or more Assembly 
bills on third reading, which would go directly 
to the Governor when passed by the Senate, 
while his bill still had to be considered in the 
lower house. He hoped that the majority 
weuld aliow this important measure to be 
Passed er forever killed at once. 

Mr. Fassett thought that it might be just as 

eli to take up the Excise and Saxton bills and 

ispose of them before tinkering further with 
the Mayor’s scheme. Senator Cantor reminded 
Mr. Fassett that the Saxton bill had already 
been made a special order for Thursday morn- 
ing, and he thought it hardly fair that the 
Rapid-Transit biil, which had been considered 
on third reading, should be put off indefipitely 
for the purpose of passing two distinctively 
party measures, 

Mr. Ives wished it distinctly understood by 
the poor throughout the State that the Re- 
publicans refused to consider the. mgasure, not 
for the purpose of expediting the other two 
bills, but simply to kill this one, Mr. Ives’s 
motion was lost by a party vote of 16 to 9, Mr. 
euanet voting with his friends, the Repub- 

cans. 

That poor, superannnated fossil, the Vedder 
Whisky Tax bili, was the next business taken 
up under the ninth joint rule. Its originator 
and the exponent of its limitless virtues moved 
to amend it by reducing the amount of the tax 
for first-class places from $200 to $100, and for 
second-class shops from $40 to $20. He also 
Proposed that the whole amount of the taxes 
paid into the State Treasury under this act be 
credited to the county im which they 
were collected. The bill -passed without 
discussion by another party vote of 17 to 10, 
Senator Stadler, the representative of the Brew-. 
ers’ Association, seemed the mosi delighted man 
in the reou: when the vote was announced. The 
passage of this measure means that the Crosby 
Excise Commission bili will never become a law, 
during this session at least. 

Senator Fassett introduced a bill, whieh was 
immediately passed, giving the State’s consent 
to the cession to the Federal Government of 
eertein lands on Coney Island for the erection 
of a lighthouse. 

Senator Pierce introduced a@ bill, whieh was 
passed, making May 1 a@ legal holiday ia New- 
York and Brooklyn 








ALDERMEN LOOKING FOR TICKETS. 

As the Board of Aldermen was about to 
adjourn yesterday, Alderman Carlin started 
what promised to be a smart row over the dis- 
tribation of tickets for the naval parade and 
the Metropolitan Opera House banguet by the 
Centennial Cummittee. He wanted to know 
from President Arnold if the Aldermanic Cen- 
tennial Committees had received naval parade 
tickets. President Arnold said he had received 
them, and he thought Vice President Fitzsim- 
ene had aleo. 

Alderman Carlin said he had heard Chairman 
Gerry say that only the Aldermanic Centennial 
Committee would be given tickets for ail the 
featuras of the eelebration. He objected to such 
discrimination, and hé moved that President 
Arnold and Vice President Fitzsimons send back 
the tickets they had received. 

Alderman Fitzsimons objected te all this as 
silly, and offered, if he °received a banquet 
ticket, to give it to Alderman Carlin.

Lorpon, April 23.—Lord Salisbury delivered 
an address at Bristol to-day. He spoke of the 
growth of the Primrose League, which, he said, 
was marvelous. The league, he declared, was 
of transcendental vaiue in the solution of any 
current political question, as it was a noble in- 
strument with which to blend the classes and 
the shasses. : 
He hoped that before long the Government 
would settle the tronbles which were menacing 
the internal peace ef the nation. The Govern- 
ment was eonfronted with a eombination of 
polities! opposition with predatory greed such 
88 no Government had ever faced before. The 


Government relied upon the ovnatinued confi- 
dence of the country to enable it to overcome 


this combination. 

Lord Salisbury ridiculed theagitation in favor 
ef home rule in Ireland. Hedeviared that the 
County of Cernwall, by its distinet racial 
origin, its language, its tradition, and its his- 
tory, bad as much claim for a separate Parlia- 
ment. as Ireland. The nationality argument 
wae insineere. [t was more fruitful of sophistry 
and oclaptrap and more barren of solid sense 
than anything that was ever beéfere the 
country. It would sacrifice the first inter- 
ests of ‘industry and commerse to a 
mere empty sentiment. The Unionists were 
coffronted with two phalanxes, one political, 
the other criminal, both converging to a com- 
mon end, and that wasto make the execution 
of the lawin Ireland impossible. 1t was a mis- 
erable epectacie to see members of Parliament 
standing up to défend embezzlement and fraud. 
The Unionists, eonscious of their high calling, 
ought net to allow personal considerations to 
enter into electoral questions. They should not 
paper on each other’s grounds, but sheuld oom- 
ine in support of the man most likely to win. 
In a speech this evening Lord Salisbury said 
that the Government had not added to the cost 
of defense without reflection. In the event of a 
variance with European countries an enemy 
might come from the coast line between 
eneggy te 4 and France. It was a grave thing for 
any mah to propose to add the coast line of 
Ireland to England’s responsibility of defense 
by giving Ireland incgependence. 

Mr, Joseph Chamberiain has written a reply 

to the letter addressed to him by Lord Randolph 
Churchill, in which he says: ‘‘I will endeavor 
in all humility to profit by your advice, al- 
though I fear the task of reeenciling our con- 
flicting views and interests ia not made easier 
by your cowmunications.” 
In regard to future action, he says the Con- 
servatives and Liberal-Unionists ought to make 
it @ point to canvass and ascertain their relative 
force in Birmingham, and afterward to submit 
their differences te arbitration. In conclasion, 
Mr. Chamberlain says be will weleome any as- 
Sistance from Lord Randolph Churchill which 
will tend to promote unity. 


VIENNA RIOTERS. 
VIENNA, April 23.—The strike of the car men 
is nearly atan eud. The rioting, however, con- 
tinues In the Favoriten and Hernals quarters, 
The mob to-day stoned the Cavalry, and rein- 


forcements of infantry were required. Many 
rioters were wouuded and a large number were 
arrested. The military charged the mob with 
sword and bayonet and cleared the streets. The 
rioters to-day were werely anti-Semitic enthu- 
siasts, aetual workmen generally not partici- 
pating in the tumults. 

The Government to-day offered to supply sol- 
diers to drive the cars. The strikers thereupon 
offered to resume work unconditionally. ‘Che 
Directors decided to re-employ all drivers who 
had taken no partin the rioting. 

At 10 o’ciock to-night a hand-to-hana conflict 
took place between the soldiers and the mob 
near Red House. The rioters were organized, 
being divided inte groups of fifty, with a leader 
foreach group. These groups co-operated to 
break the ranks of the soldiery. As-in the 
furmer struggles the rioters were defeated and 
many were arrested. 

The rioters tried to set fire to a gun factory at 
Hernals, The troops fired a volley into tie 
mob and wounded many persens. ‘I'he excite- 
ment continued up to midnight. Several shops 
were looted. A Commissioner of Police was 
nearly stoned to death by the mob, and was res- 
cued with difficulty by a party of dragoons,

The dinner disposed of and cigars comforta- 
bly lighted, Mr. Hurst rapped for order and 
talked ef St. George’s Society. During tite past 
year, he said, it had been prosperous, and many 
suffering fellow-countrymen had been relieved 
from immediate distress threugh the agency of 
the charitable and contingent funds &t the 
disposal of the committee. The society had 
relieved 8,000 cases of Immediate distress and 
had given away 7,000 meal and lodging tickets. 
The regular income of the society «mounted to 
$5,490,and the permanent fund now amounts to 
about $40,000, invested in good dividend-pay- 
ing railway mortgage bends. 
Mr. Hurst then spoke at length upon the 
alicable relations existing between England 
and the United States, and regretted very much 
the absence of Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
newly-appointed British Minister to this eoun- 
try. That genutieman, he said, had net yet had 
time to present his credentials to the Government 
and felt it best not to attend any public meet- 
ing until this formality had been complied with. 
Mr. Hurst also alluded to the ceming centennial 
celebration, in which,he said, ail Englishmen in 
America would delight in taking part, and inci- 
dentally retmarkea that Washington, having 
been born in the folas of the blued-red cross, 
might justly be claimed by Englishmen asa 
feilow-country man, 
The first toast of the evening—**The Queen”— 
was responded te by everybody with cheers and 
with song. The second—“Thne President of the 
United States”—evoked an equal amount ef 
euthusiasm. The first address of the evening 
was made by the Rev. Mr. Warren, who re- 
sponded to the toast, ‘The Day and Ali Who 
onor It.” 
Chauncey M. Depew was to have been present 
to respond to the toast **The Memory and 
Genits of Shakespeare,” but as be had been 
unavoldably detained the toast-was omitted 
and Mr, Thomas Whittin, in its stead, sang 
amid much enthusiasm ** The Doatn of Nelson,’’ 
Vo Gen. Porter was given the toast * The 
State of New-York,” and his speech was made 
up of bDrilliantly-amusing sentences which 
worked his hearers up almost to hysterics. 
He didn’t take lon to make his speech, 
because, he said, speakers had to be more than 
ordinarily circumspect in these centennial 
times when orators were endeavoring to make 
their orations immortal by making them 
eternal. He tola lots of stories, and incident- 
uwiuy remarked eooncerning the State and 
city of New-York that Englishmen came 
over here to see a whole piece of 
weather, having only seen stray specimens 
of it in their ewn foggy country.

MICHAEL NOKTON DEAD. 








HE LEAVES THE FIRST DISTRICT CIVIL 
JUSTICESHIP VACANT. 


Justice Michael Norton of the First Dis- 
trict Civil Court died a few. minutes before 12 
o’elock last nignt. His death has been 
expected since Monday afternoon, although 
it was believed he had a slight chance 
of recevery. He had only been sick a 
week. His disease was the result of an 
extraordinary disturbanee of the functions ef 
some of his organs which caused blood poison- 
ing. He was unconscious for some time, but 
just Defore his death he became sensible 
long enough to. recognize his wife and 
Father Daniel of 8t. Anthosny’s Roman Catho- 
lic Church, who had been called to minister to 
his spiritual needs. He leaves his widow with 
a daughter on the verge ef womanhood, and a 
son about fourteen years of age. 

Justice Norton was a native of Ireland, but 
was brought here in his infancy and he lived 
his entire life on the lower west side of the city, 
mainly in the Eighth Ward. He was a big, 
muscular man, ainiable and easy going. His 
boyhood and early manhood were spent 
in manual labor in factories and on the steam- 
ship wharves, where his strength was culti- 
vated by work. He gravitated toward the 
police force in his eariy manhood, but got no 
further than @ position as special officer in the 
American Varieties, a theatre and concert hall, 
commonly known as 444 Broadway. But there 
he made friends whe led him into polities, 
In 1865 he was the Republican candidate for 
Alderman of the Eighth Ward, avd was, of 
course, defeated. But in the follewing year 
he ran as the Tammany candidate, and was 
elected. In 1867 he was elected State Sen- 
ator, and was re-elected im 1869. Some time 
after the beginning of his seeond Sen- 
atorial term he incurred the anger of the 
Tweed ring crowd by taking part in the 
Young Democracy movement inside Tammany 
Hall. On the expiration of his second term, 
Tweed was yet powerful enough to prevent 
his renomination, and the reform element 
would not take him up. In 1872 he was 
elected to the Assembly. 

From 1873 until 1878 Judge Norton occupied 
some minor local offices. Inthe latter year be 
ran for the Assembly again and was defeated. 
He was then an Irving Hall candidate, He was 
one of the organizers of the County Democracy, 
and on its ticket he was elected Civil Justice 
in 1881. Knowledge of the law was not strong 
in his mind at that time, for he had been ad- 
mitted to the bar under the easy conditions of 
the Ring period, but he rapidly grew strong in 
it, and before 1887, when he was re-elected—this 
time as a Tammany candidate, having left the 
Ceunty Demoeracy—he was recognized aa hav- 
ing a good grasp of legal principles, strong com- 
mon sense, and a judicial disposition. + 

The death of Justice Norton is a cause of sor- 
row to many pevpie, for he was charitable tu a 
degree scarcely warranted by his means. He 
was @member of the Grand Army of the Re- 
publio, having been an officer of the Twenty- 
fifth New-York Volunteers in the war. 

The Justieeship vacated by him is at the dis- 
position of Gov. Hill

CONSTRUCTION FIGURES FALSIFIED. 
St. PauL, April 23.—The Senate Committee 
appointed to investigate the alleged false -end} 
fradulent reports of raulroad-compantes to the 
Railway and Warehouse Commission turned in 
its report jate last night. The report was mere- 
ly the testimony taken by the eommittee. The 
principal witness was 8. D. Munroe, an expert 
accountant who was employed by the St. Paul 


and Northern Paeific Railroad Company, working 
under tbe direction et Major Postlethwaite. He 
said be was instracted by the Major to take out 
of the orizinal construction book some fictitious 
entries to correct the original expense book, 
which would showy the actual cost of construc- 
tion. He was toni to ada $4,323,744 80 to the 
eost of construction, and to make anew book to 
correct the oldbook. The total fictitious entries 
he testified te amounted to $5,096,861 96. The 
total cost ef construction, as given in the report 
to the Commissioners for 1887, is $11,715,- 
598 76, while the report sent to the New-York 
efficer of the railroad company for the same 
year shows the cost to have been $10,846,028, 
or $1,364,570 46 less than the amount reported 
to the Commissioners. The actual cost as 
shown a ( e new ledgers and vouchers was 
ony $5,192,514 47 as sworn to by J. H. Ran- 
dali, the Contreller, 

While witness-was working on the new book 
Major Postlethwaite toid him to make the 
ehanges, and that he mustso make them that 
no one else weuld know how it wasdone.

SUNDAY A DAY OF REST. 
Dertxort, 


April 23.—The Michigan Central 
will, after Saturday, run no freight trains on 
Sunday, except whea absolutely necessary for 
the conveyance of perishable goods and live 
stock. Ali other freight trains will be stopped 
at 6 P. M. on Saturday, and not start before 6 
A. M. Monday. This will give employes thirty- 
six hours’ rest. General Superintendent Brown 
gays that it will reduce Sunday freight business 
fully one-half. : 

“We have been considering this matter fora 
long time,” said President Ledyard. “By an 
arrangement with all the railroads eomposing 
the Vanderbilt system we are able to give our 
employes the advantage of ene day’s rest in 
seven. Itis, of course, an experiment. We do 
not know that we can keep it up, but we think 
it possibile to give the men aday and not seri- 
ously interfere with traftic. By running faster 
during the week we can save the extra time. 
Mr, Vanderbilt, Mr. Depew, and all the officials 
are in favor of Sunday as a day of rest.” 
Mr. R. G. Butler of the Wabash said: “We 
shall make no order of that character on our 
lines, but as a rule we have carried only per- 
ishable goods and stock on Sunday. There ts 
@ disposition among railroad managers to re- 
duce Sunday work to a minimum. We areali 
glad to give our men a day of rest. I don’t 
think this move will make any difference in the 
division of the traffic. The shippers when they 
find out that their goods are net moved on 
Sunday ean calculate accordingly. Merchants 
don’t pack er unpack their ‘goods on Sunday, 
nor do they sell any. Why sbould not the rail- 
road men have a day of rest as well?” 

Talks with other railroad men in different 
departments show that the corporations are 
anxious, even at some loss, te have the men 
benefited by Sunday rest.

NORTHERN PACIFIC ANGRY. 

ST. Paul, April 25.—As stated last week, a 
meeting was called by Secretary Abbott to en- 
deavor to adjust the diffieulties between 
the Northern and Union Pacific Railways. 
This meeting was postponed to May 7. 
In reference to this meeting it may be 
authoritatively stated that any action taken 
will not affect the position of the Northern Pa- 
elfic. The road will maintain its position at all

State Commorce Commissioners for discrimina- 
tion in rates. 

The charge of discrimination is based upon 
the following facts: The Unien;Paeitic is now 
soliciting business for Tacoma and other points 
only renched by the Northern Pacific. It selis 
& Wan a ticket to Portland for $35 from Omaha. 
It also sells & man one to Tacoma for $35. 
When the passenger arrives at Portland he is 
met by one of the road’s agents and handed a 
regular Northérn Pacific local ticket to Tacema, 
whieh he can sell to a scalper for $6. In this 
way &® man desiring to go from Omaha to Port- 
land can save $6 by buying through to Tacema. 
Aguin, the Union Pacific 1s taking freight to 
these points by rail to Portland and steamer 
thence, violating the Inter-State Commerce act. 
The Northern Pacifie will stand it no longer and 
will see if tne Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sioners Wii) not aus¢usn it in its position.

DULUTH GETS THE RATES. 
CuHrIcaGo, Apri! 23.—The Board of Managers 
of the Inter-State Railway Association held a 
special meeting to-day to consider the applica- 
tion of the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapalis and 
Omaha Road for the establishment of rates 


between Duluth and points in Northern 
Nebraska, including 8tations on the 
main line of the Union Pacific, and 


also Council Bluffs, Iowa, ou the same Dasis as 
the existing rates between Chieago and the 
same points. The committee appointed to in- 
veatigate this matter recommended that the ap- 

lieation be granted and that the Duluth rates

This has reference to class rates only, and 
does not apply to grain or other commodities. 
Contrary to expectation the report was ac- 
cepted, and the meeting voted unanimously to 
establish the rates as recommended. 

To-morrow the Executive Board will take up 
the application of the Burlington and the Chi- 
eago and Alton for authority to reduce the 
lumber rate from 16 to 10 cents per 100 pounds 
between Chicago and Southwestern Missouri 
River points.

Sr. Paut, April 23.—E. F. Dodge, General 
Freight and Passenger Agent of the Eastern 
Minnesota, has returned from an extended tour 
of the East.

JUMPED FROM THE BRIDGE. 


PATRICK CARROLL’S FRUITLESS EFFORT 
TO ESCAPE FROM LIFE. 
Young Capt. Nifchotas Peterson was pilot- 
ing his tug, the Colonel E. B. Grubb, down the 
East River just above the Brooklyn Bridge at 
6:30 last evening, when he saw a Diack object 
huprying from the bridge toward the water. 
It went down with a splash, and then Capt. 
Peterson put on extra steam and got near 
enough to see a man’s head come above the sur- 


would 











arms of the tug’s men he was pulled aboard. 

He was Patrick Carroll, twenty-six years old, 
® shoemaker by trade. His parents live in 
Astoria. ‘rhe family came there recently from 
Norwalk, Conn. He jumped off the bridge, not 
to win the sort of fame that Steve Brodie 
sought, but to end his life. He evidently rode 
onto the bridge on a truck golng from the New- 
¥ork side, as many people do during the crush 
between 5 and 7 o’clock in the evening. He 
climbed over the high rail on the south road- 
way 800 feet from the New-York pier, and his 
jump was about the distance of 145 feet. His 
coat was split ap the baek when he was pulied 
out of the water. He did not appear to in- 
jured badly, but lapsed into semi-censciousness 
on the tug. 

There was a great crowd on the bridge at the 
time of the jump. Stages bringing people from 
the Cliften races were almost at the point 
where the man started on his plunge, and 
when these ;stopped to let the passengers out 
to see what beeame of the man a small blockade 
on the bridge was the result, A truckman noti- 
fied Bridge Policeman Wells, who was on duty 
on the Brooklyn land span, and the office of the 
bridge police ;was notified. None of the police 
saw the jump made, 

The tug took the jumper to Peck-slip, He was 
then rolled on a barrel and taken inte the cabin 
of the steamer Eagle. Here Officer James Me- 
Laughlin recognized him and asked him what 
he had been doing. ‘* He’s been jumping off 
the bridge,” said a chorus from the crowd. 

“T ain’s’ been trying to jump off from no 
bridge,” was his answer, ‘I jumped off a pier.” 
It came out then that he had jumped to Kill 
himself, that he had been out of work for some 
time, and that he hai been drinking hard for 
three days. He was taken to Chambers-Street 
Hospital and givem an alcohol bath externally. 
Capt, Peterson of the tug says Carroll swam 
around for about three minutes before ho was 
pulled aboard the tug.

Hamilton Murrell, as he was welcomed and 
cengratulated at the Maritime Exchange Dy 
President Williaa Brockie this afterneon. 

Capt. Murrell has been lionized te an extent 


of noon, which had been set for the public re- 
ception, the spacious rooms of the Maritime 
Exohange, and the stil! more spacious street'in 
front of it, contained thousands of people of all 
ages and of both sexes, who had,in some in- 
stances, traveled many miles to pay homage to 
the young captain. The cheers which grested 
the good-natured and humane master as he en- 
tered the Exchanve were deafening, and several 
minutes elapsed before a volce could be heard. 
It was exactly noon when Capt. Murrell was 
escorted toa commanding position in the main 
hall‘of the Exchange, and when the enthusias- 


tic demonstrations had subsided fora moment 
he was introduced by President Brookie to the 
immense throng present. 

District Atterhey George §. Graham then 
Btepped to the Captain’s side and presented 
him with the only gold medal ever given by 
the Pennsylvania Hamane Sooljety. It was a 
Bandsome specimen of the geldsinith’s handi- 
‘work, and it« presentation by Mr. Graham on 
behalf of the seciety was one of the most 
pleasing features of the occasion. “In all my

**As Vice Oonsul of Sweden and Norway at 
this port I feel very deeply impressed with the 
great and glorious fact that under Providence 
you were the happy medium that saved several 
hundred Seandinavians and Danes from the 
ill-fated steamship Danmark, as well as re 
Captain and crew. It1is very pleasant for all o 
us here assembled to -welcome you, to know 
that you, Sir, proved the right man in the right 

ylace. And now ailow meas Treasurer of this 

cxehange, and on behalf of and in the name of 
the Directors of the Maritime Exchange of 
Philadelphia, to tender you an honorary mem- 
bership of this Exchange, which please accept, 
and rest assured that we shall be glad to see 
you on this floor as eften as 16 may suit your 
convenience to call.” 

After a few words of thanks Capt. Murrell 
was presented with a sprig of ivy whieh came

United States. A telegram from Funcoh, Edye 
& Co., New-York, as the representatives of the 
Thingvaula Line, addressed to Peter Wright & 
Bons, was read by President Brockie and was 
cheered unstintingly. It ran as follows: 

“ Kindly convey on the occasion of his reception 
at the Maritime Kxchange to Capt. Marreli, on be- 
halt of the Thingvaila Company, our heartfelt 
thanks for all he has done for the passengers and 
crew of the ill-fated Danmark. Better than all, the 
acknowledgment that Capt. Murrell will receive, 
apd so abundantly is entitled to, may be considered 
the feeling he oan entertain of having, with God’s 
help, been the medium of saving so much life and 
nobly to have done his duty to saffering humanity.

Atter the reception at the Exchange had been 
concluded the Captain was taken to the Mayor's 
oftice, ana was by Mayor Fitler, in a neat and 
fitting speech, welcomed to thecity. He was 
introduced to the city officials, and from ali of 
them received the kindest words of praise; but 
through it all he was the same blushing, modest, 
and unassuming young and piain Capt. Murrell. 

Between now and Thursday, when the Cap- 
tain expects to have liis boat discharged and 
proceed to Baitimore, he wiil be a social lion.

ADMIRAL GHERARDI FORCES CONFES- 
SION OF ITS USELESSNESS. 

Port aU Prince, Haytt, April 11.—Admiral 
Gherardl visited Pors au Prince yesterday in 
his flagship, the Galena, and compelled Preai- 
dent Légitime to acknowledge the inefiiciency 
and consequent illegality of the blockade which

harbor. The Admiral divined their evident in- 
tention of eapturing the American steamers, 
and, satisfied of the illegality of such a proceed- 
ing, took prompt and decided measures to pre- 
vent it. Orders were immediately sent to the 
Ossipee, direeting that vessel to join the flag- 
ship without delay at St. Maro, and the Atlanta 
was also cabled for. But before escorting the 
Miller out of the harbor under the protection 
of his guns, the Admiral thought it proper first 
to inform the Légitime Government of his 


opinion of the alleged blockade, and the line of 


action he had determined to take in case the 
American steamer was molested. 

Leaving the Ossipee to protect that vessel, he 
proceeded, April 10, to Port au Prince, and, 
through the American Minister, pointed out to the 
Government the accepted rules of international 
law by whieh ho justitied his position, which 
Was not 80 much on the law that considers oniy 
such places blockaded as are entirely invested 
by a naval force capable of preventing the en- 
try of neutrals, but on the well-established prin- 
ciple that hoids a proclamation of blockade ef 
af extensive coast not actually supported by a 
naval force able to exercise a constant, 
simultaneous, and effective supervision of 
each and every ort of entry as in- 
Operative and __ illegal throughout its 
whole extent. The length of coast line 
between the extreme ports which was declared 
ina state of blockade is 175 miles To eili- 
ciently maintain it Admiral Gherardi asserts 
that it requires at least three fast and well- 
armed steamers at each port, besides reserve 
ships for the reliet of such ef the blockaders as 
would be compelled to leave their stations to 
coal, repair, &o. The Haytian Government was 
also reminded that it possessed no such naval 
force and was in no degree likely to possess it, 
and that in declaring a blockade with no ade- 
quate force to maintain it the proclamation, 
besides being contrary to international usage, 
was an inexcusable interruption and embar- 
rassment to commerée. : 

President Légitime was given until 10 o'clock 
this morning to consider these facts and decide 
on a course of action. A letter delivered to Ad- 
miral Gherardi’s flag Lieutenant at 9:30 o’clock 
announced that he had arrived ata deeiaion 
andavery seusible one. The communieation 
was an Order, signed by Légitime, direeting 
Captains of blockaders not to molest or in apy 
way interfere with the Caroline P. Miller, she 
being an American vessel. 

This concession on the part of the Légitime 
Government is a complete and satisfactory ad- 
ustment of the whole question as regards the 

nited States. Which party may have the best 
right to the governing power in Hay ti is a mat- 
ter of no importance to Americans. Tho North- 
ern party xladly weleomes United States mer- 
chant vessels, and affords them all facilities in 
its power for commercial dealings with its 
ports, and since the Légitime party has 
yielded to the Adwmiral’s representations and 
given the vrder not to molest an Ameri- 
Can merchant vessel, the. United States has 

ained all for which its men-of-war were sent 

ere, And it is @ matter for congratulation 
that thie should have been accomplished with- 
out actual collision with the Haytian authori- 
ties, and alao (hat it sheuld have been effected 
at this particular time. The latencsa of the 
season and increasing heat of the weather 
renders it an extremely dangerous experiment 
to keep ships of war in this locality, and an 
urgent case of necessity would alone justify it. 
Now that all has been granted which was ever 
claimed on the partof the United States, no 
further necessity seems to exist, ana no doubt 
the vessels will be promptly reocalied. 

Especially among the crew of the Galena is 
there a lack of confidence born of experience in 
the hea!thfulness of that vessel. The Galena, 
as well as the Boston and Yantic, has had an 
experience with yellow fever in the est In- 
dies, and it is the universal opinion of experts 
that a vessel on which that @isease has 
once existed is always predisposed to infection, 
and more than likely to become infected where 
a clean ship would escape, 

Promptly at 10 e’nlock the Galena left the 
harbor ef Port au Prince to rejoin the Ossipee 
at 8t. Marc and to deliver President Légitime’s 
erder to the blockading vessels. 

Some exeitement exists in this city on ac- 
count of an er uprising of the disaf- 
fected element. The guards around the rational 
palace have been doubled, and at night sentrics 
are stationed at the President’s door.

No, 54, this 
city, and he declared that the main cause for 
wonder in her case was that she lived any time 
at all in the school room in which she was 
obliged to teach. 

Mr. Baldwin declared that ninety cubic feet 
of air space foreach pupil, as required by the 
school regulations of this city, di@ not mean 
that amount of ventilation. It meant simply a 
space which was unfit for a person to live in 
alter the japse of ventilation for ten minutes.

A VAIN ATTEMPT AT REPUDIATION BY 
SEVRPRAL NEW-YORK TOWNS. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., April 28.—A deoision of 
extraordinary interest and importance has just 
been handed down by the Second Division of 
the Court of Appeals. [n 1871 the town of 
Bolon issued its bonds to the amount of $44,000 
in aid ef the building aeress its borders of the

ment in bo far as that town was eoncerned, and 
the taxpayers got none of the benefits that 
were expected to follow the building of the 


line. Nevertheless, the town continued te pay | 
interest on the bonds semi-annually, as agreed, 
up te March 1, 1876. At the last town meeting 


held previous to that-date the electors of the 
town voted to discontinue the payment of in- 
terest and to bring an action iu the courts to 
— the bonds adjudged illegally issued and 
void, 

In the meantime the bulk of the bonds had 
been sold by the railroad company in whose be- 
half they were issued to the Williamsburg Sav- 
ings Bank, which institution had purcbased the 
same in good faith as an investment. In 1878 
the town brought an action against the bank in 
the Supreuie Court of the Sixth Judiciai Dis- 
triet, asking the eourt to declare the bonds 
void and to direct that they be canceled and 
destroyed. The plaintii® town claimed that in 
the issuance of the bonds whe provisions of the 
law authorizing such issue had not beeu com- 
plied with, inasmuch as the consent of a ma- 
jority of the taxpayers representing & majority 
‘of the taxable property had not first been ob- 
tained, and inasmuch, alse, as there were 
alleged fatal defects in the execution of the 
bonita, in the lack of the signature of one of the 
three Town Bonding Commissioners, and in the 
lack of a proper official seal, The defendant 
bank answered that it was entitled to equitable 

rotection as an innocent holder of the bends 
nh question, and also maintained that they 
were lawfully issued and valid obligations, 

The issues first came on for tial before the 


‘late Justice William Murray, at Special Term, 


who, after hearing much testimony and elabo- 
rate arguments of counsel, decided in faver of 
the town. The bank appeaied to the General 
Term, and that tribunal set aside the judgement 
and ordered a new trial. The second trial was 
bad before Justice H. Boardman Smith, at 
Speciat Term, who held that the bonds were 
valid and ordered a judgment entered against 
the town. The town appealed to the General 
Term, which body aflirmed the judgment of 
the lower court. ‘he town then took an appeal 
tothe ultimate tribunal, whioh now in turn sus- 
tains the judgment. 

The attempt to repudiate its financial obliga- 
tions on technical grounds has proved a costly 
job for the town. Originally the amount in 
isaue was only $44,000, but now the added in 
terest and coats figure upa jadgment against 
the town of over $100,000, 6 townot Tay- 
lor, which adjoins Solon, and was also con- 
testing au issue of bonds on like grounds, is 
made liable by the gecision for the payment 
of over $45,000. Two or three other towns 
which had practically repudiated their obliga- 
tions by ceasing, to py interest, awalting a 
final devision of the Solon case, will also be 
compelled to pay their creditors, principal and 
interest.

A SCHEME TO SECURE DAMAGES FROM 
OWNERS OF PROPERTY. 

Henry Dubois and his wife, Sarah, who 
were arrested on Monday, charged with con- 
spiring with Lawyer Arthur P. Carlin to de- 
fraud the Brooklyn Cross-town Ratlread Cotm- 
pany by suits for damages, were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Walsh yesterday. Charles Carl- 
strand, who had been arrested as an accomplice, 
made a full confession. He said that the con- 
spiracy was decided upon on July 20, when it 
was arranged that Mrs. Dubeis should fall 
from a cross-town car ata certain point, and 
that Carlstrand should be present as a witness. 
This programme was ce@rried out, a suit was 
begun by Varlin, and a verdict secured, 


Dubois and his wife pleaded not guilty, and 
wero held in default of $1,000 bail. Carlin gave 


* bonds in that amount and was liberated. 


Another allegation against the prisoners 1s 
that Dubois intentionally fell into a coal-bhole in 
front of the office of the Metropolitan Manu- 
facturing Oompany, at 32 Cortiandt-street, this 
city, and sued fordamages. Carlin conducted 
the case and compromised it for $50. Carl- 
strand was the witmess, and he said yesterday 
that he and Dubois had walked the streets of 
this city searching for open coal-holes in which 
one was to fall while the other was to be a wit- 
ness. He also confessed to being mixed up in 
an attempt to beat the Atlantie-Avenue Kail- 
road Ooumpany in the suit of Mrs. Emma Hart 
of 109A Bergen-street, 

Lawyer Carlin was the only one of the prison- 
ers who had anything to say yesterday. He 
denied the existence of any conspiracy and said 
the arrests nad been made in the hope of 
frightening off future damage suits against the 
Cross-town and Atlantic-Avenue Raiiroads. He 
admitted that he had been eounsel fer Mrs. 
Hart, for Dubois, and for his wife, and that in 
every case Caristrand had been the main wit- 
ness. Carlin is about forty years old, hus a 
family, and is well to do.

LIFE ON THE ZEH FARM AS DESCRIBED 
TO A JUSTICE. 

Henry Cerneith of 62 Bleecker-street, this 
city, began suit in Justice Engle’s court, in 
Brooklyn, yesterday to recover $250 from his 
father-in-law, Henry Zeh, afarmer on the out- 
skirts of Brooklyn, for a year’s board of Mr. 
Zeh’s wife, Auna. Mrs. Zeh is blind and suffers 
frem cancer. These affictions, according to the 
testimony given yesterday, did not prevent 
Zeh from compelling his wife to work in the 
fields. His two daughters, Mrs. Corneith and 
Mrs. Mary Cuddy, testified that they and their 
aged mother were compelled to go out on the 
farm’ at daybreak and plow until nightfall. 
They had to hoe, sow, and reap, while Zeh and 
his son sat in the barn and smoked, There was 
no herse on the farm, ye daughters said, and 
their father harnessed them and their mother to 
Wagons and cumpelled them to transport the 
products to market. 

Mrs. Zeh told the same story, and said that 
even after she hud become bitnd her husband 
compelled her to work. He had frequently 
beaten her and bad threatened to kill her. When 
her last’ daughter married the old lady was 
afraid to stay at the farm alone, 50 she went to 
board with Mrs. Corneith. 

Zeh and his eldest daughter, Mrs. Ceok, con- 
tradieted Mrs. Zeh and her other daughters, 
but admitted that they had worked in the tieids. 
lt was the custom, Zeh said, for women to till the 
earth in New-Lots. He denied that he had ever 
treated his wife cruelly or had threatened to 
kill her. His eidest son contradicted this state- 
ment. 

Decision on the question of payment of the 
board Was reserved.

HISTOLOGY AND BACTERIOLOGY. 
New-Haven, April 23.—Dr. Thomas G. Lee 
lecturer on histology and bacteriolegy in Yale 
University, recently read an important paper 


on the etiology and treatment of typhoid fever 
before the annual New- Haven County meeting 
ot the Connecticut Medical Society. 

This disease has made such ravages in the State 
that it has been made the subject of special in- 
vestigation. The doctor’s research contirms the 
germ theory of the cansation of disease. He ex- 
hibited speeimens of the germs in process of 
growth. The doctor also gave & summary of 
investigations in which the feasibility of suc- 
cessfully inoculating animals from bacillus and 
from the blood of living typhoid patients was 
shown. He stated thas the Dxcillns is trana- 
mitted chiefly by drinking water, milk, ice, food, 
and clothing. 

Regarding disinfectants or germicides, poil- 
ing water is recommended by Russian observ- 
ers as at onee the cheapest and best, being al- 
Ways Obtainable. The usefulness of several 
remedies lateiy introduced into practiceo— 
iodine, carbolic acid, naphtha, and thymol, and 
of some other remedies—gs agents in promoting 
intestinal antisepsis was not considered as by 
aby means yet established.

Ifit be true, as reported in Washington, 
that Mr. Lucius B. Swirt of Indiana has 
written a letter approving the removal of 
the limit of time within which discharged 
employés may be reappointed under the 
rules there can be no doubt that he hus 
what appear to him sound arguments with 
which to justify that opinion. And ifit be 
further true that Mr. HARRISON intends to 
appoint Mr. Swirt to one of the vacant 
places in the Civil Service Commission, he 
could not, so far as we can now see, make a 
better selection unless it were that of Mr. 
Foutk, also of Indiana, There is no room 
for the slightest suspicion that Mr. Swirt 
could be induced to consent to or aid in an 
injurious modification of the rules for the 
sake of an appointment as Commissioner. 
Such an appointment could be of no value 
or attraction to him except as giving him 
an opportunity to serve the cause ef reform, 
of which he has long been a most efficient 
and faithful advocate. 








In connection with this report, it is worth 
while to note that the Civil Service Chroni- 
cle, in which Mr. Swirt is interested, con- 
demns the postponement of the date for 
the enforcement of the civil service rules 
to the Railway Mail Service as unwar- 
ranted in law and adds: 

“The postponement was not necessary. This 
service has already a system of checks and ex- 
aminations that would have rapidly weeded 
eut the incompetent men. To take their places 
were hundreds of men of the bighest skill, who 
had been dismissed because of their politics, 
and who could have been reinstated under the 
tivil service rules or a slight modification of 
them. Not only was the setting aside of Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND'S order not warranted by the 
jaw, but so far as changes are made in the 
moantime on the plan of the spoils system, they 
are distinctively an act of bad faith.”

The doctrine of Gov. Hitu’s veto of the 
bill to prevent the opening of a street 
through the old Polo Grounds is entirely 
round. Itis a matter that should be left to 
the control of the local authorities. We 
sontend year after year for local self-gov-

in matters of purely local concern, and yet 
there is a remarkable readiness to resort to 
the Legislature for the attainment of some 
special object which cannot be got from the 
local authorities, It may be true that no 
harm would be done and many people 
would be gratified if baseball games could 
be played for another season at the accus- 
tomed place, but the principle involved is 
too important to be lightly set aside for a 
matter of sentiment. It is a question 
which should be left for the local authori- 
ties to determine, and perhaps another ap- 
peal to them may be more successful now 
that so much attention has been given to 
the subject. Ifthey refuse to delay the 
proposed street opening they should at 
least show that there are impertant public 


reasons for it. 
NOTED LES EI NEL T EY TEEN 





The political side of the majority report 
of the Senate Committee on the Aqueduct 
investigation has a very queer look. There 
seems to be an attempt to make HAMILTON 
Fisu, Jr., a scapegoat for the Republican 
sins in the passage of the bill changing 
the Aqueduct Commission. Mr. FISH was 
not a member of the Legislature when that 
bill was passed, and Mr. Fassett had much 
more responsibility in the matter than he 
had. The most active person in promoting 
the deal on the Republican side from 
beginning to end was JamMES W. HusTED. 
The part which Mr. Fis took in the 
matter was discreditable enough, but the 
responsibility for the mischievous legisla- 
tion of 1886 cannot be put upon him or 
upon the Democratic minority. If the in- 
dependence which he’ has been showing at 
the present session in connection with the 
ceiling scandal and in refusing to be co- 
erced into opposing the Rapid-Transit bill 
accounts for this attack upon him by the 
Republican majority of the Senate commit- 
tee, it does not mitigate the meanness of the 
effort to dodge the responsibility for the 
jobbery of three years ago that led to the 
mischief in the construction of the aque- 
duct which ‘the Fassett committee claims 
so much credit for exposing, but which 
had, in fact, been exposed before it began to 
investigate. 








The report of the Assembly committee on 
the ceiling scandal is the lame and impo- 
tent conclusion to one of the most impu- 
dent jobs in the history of the State or of 
the country. It is officially declared that 
ANDREWS and SNAITH are bad men, and 
that CoLE and his committee are careless 
men. These deélarations will break no 
bones, and will not even penetrate the 
shins of anybody concerned, since nature 
seems to have provided them all with 
cuticles impervious to mere censure that 
does not involve a privation of liberty or 
property. ANDREWS is not even removed, 
nor likely to be. SNAITH can come back 
and re-engage in the contracting business, 
while the men who actually pocketed the 
plunder are not even mentioned in the re- 
port. Upor the whole, nothing could have 
been better adapted to encourage the future 
plundering of the State than the impunity 
that has attended this rebbery. 








The Assembly Cities Committee has de- 
cided to report favorably Mr. BLUMEN- 
THAL’s bill authorizing the Commissioner 
of Public Works of this city to remove poles 
and wires condemned by the Board of Elec- 
trical Control from the streets of New-York 
atthe expense of the companies owning 
them. This is a measure which should be- 
come a law promptly, and it will aid very 
matérially’ the Mayor and the Board of 
Electrical Control in the good work they 
are now prosecuting. As the law now 
stands, the Department of Public Works is 
obliged to remove poles and wires at the 
request of the Mayor, but the cost of the 
work .is saddled on the department. 
It is true that a good part of the 
expense will be recovered by the sale 
of the property confiscated; but there is 
no good reason why the city should be 
at any expense for clearing its streets of 
nuisances which have been there in open 
defiance of law for many months. 








AN OMINOUS INTERFERENCE, 

Senator FRANK Hiscock and ex-Senator 
THomas C. PLaTT have been engaged in 
an effort to coerce Republican members of 
the Legislature into opposition to the 
Rapid-Transit bill, for the purpose of secur- 
ing its defeat. The master spirit in this 
dictation must be PLATT, but it is difficult 
te conceive that a man in Mr. Hiscock’s 
position should submit to such a sinister 
mastery for such an iniquitous end, It in- 
dicates a strange lack of personal in- 
tegrity and independence as well as of 
political sagacity for a man occupying so 
high a positien in the public service and 
in the counsels of a great party. PLATT of 
course has selfish motives. He never 
has any other. How far _ self-respect- 
ing Republicans in the Legislature will 
submit to this impudent interference with 
their right of ‘independent action remains 
to be seen. Any effort to coerce them 
in the performance of their legislative 
duties ought to be resented with manly 
spirit, and an effort to use them as a cat’s- 
paw in a political deal should be regarded 
as doubly humiliating. It would be par- 
ticularly disgraceful if these politicians 
were to defeat a measure for the benefit of 
this city which has properly no political 
quality whatever, either from motives of 
personal gain or because of a failure to 
force a deal in local offices. 

The pretext upon which Republican op- 
position to the Rapid-Transit bill has been 
based is that it would give too much power 
to the Tammany Mayor and involve a large 
use of patronage to strengthen his political 
organization. Thisis sheer false pretense 
on the face of it. There is not the least 
reason for believing that Mayor Grant is 
seeking for anything but to provide this 
city with an adequate system of rapid 
transit for the benefit of the people and the 
credit of hisadministration. His sole power 
would be that of appointing a commission to 
consider the subject, lay out routes, devise 
plans, and prepare the way for private capital 
toundertake the work. There is scarcely 
any public employment or chance for pub- 
lic patronage or pelitical gain involved in 
it. Any attempt to turn it to political ac- 
count, if the way were open, would raise a 
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whole scheme and do nothing but injury to 
the Mayor and his party. Mr. Grant has 
sense enough to know this, and no opponent 
of the bill has pointed out any way in 
which a rapid-transit project could be used 
for the benefit of Tammany. 

What, then, is PLatr really driving at? 
He has had an interest in the cable scheme, 
and there have been rumors that Jay 
GOULD has sought his aid to defeat rapid 
transit. Heis capable of an alliance with 
GOULD, thinking to turn it to account in 
the future ip the peculiar means and meth- 
ods which he is accustomed to employ in 
politics. But would even he have the colos- 
sal impudence to try to use the Legislat- 
ure of this State to promote his private 
interests or those of Mr. GOULD, and to ex- 
pect that-the whole Republican majority 
would consent to take his orders for such 
@ purpose? 

There is a more plausible explanation 
than this for the arrogant interference 
with legislative action. It it said that 
PLatr and the pliable Senator from Syra- 
cuse, his faithful and obedient yoke-fellow, 
are trying to induce the Kepublican mem- 
bers of the Legislature: to use the Rapid- 
Transit bill asa club tocompel Mayor GRANT 
to agree to reappoint STEPHEN B. FRENCH 
as a Police Commissioner of this city and to 
concede divers other favors and advantages 
to Republican politicians in municipal af- 
fairs. If this is so, it seems to us that 
Mayor GRANT has just one course open be- 
fore him as an honorable and self-respect- 
ing man, and that is, flatly and indignantly 
to refuse to be driven into any bargain or 
deal on the subject. His purposes in regard 
te rapid transit we believe to.be honest and 
public-spirited. The bill to enable him to 
carry those purposes into effect is a good 
one, and there is no ground for an honora- 
ble or decent opposition to it. In this 
city there are no two opinions on 
the subject. If the Republicans in the 
Legislature choose from motives that are 
beneath contempt to defeat that meas- 
ure, let them take the full and sole 
responsibility for doing so. If they think 
it will do their party good or do the Demo- 
cratic Party harm they are mightily mis- 
taken. Their treatment of the interests of 
this city is one great cause of its immense 
and constantly-increasing Democratic ma- 
jority. If Senator Hiscock has not the 
sagacity: to see this; if Tom PLATT 
is indifferent to it, so long as he 
gains his own personal ends, there 
are plenty of Republicans in the Legislat- 
ure who ought to be able to see it and who 
have reason for not being indifferent to it. 
Present indications are that the leading Re- 
publicans in the Senate are awaiting devel- 
opments in the Plattscheme; but if there is 
honesty and self-respect enough among the 
majority in that body to exert any influence 
upon its action, it is about time it was as- 
serted. There are Republican Senators who: 
are filled with disgust with the whole busi- 
ness, and they would do themselves honor 
by speaking out and vindicating their man- 
hood. 








SURPRISING INDEPENDENCE, 

Now that the Minister to France has ac- 
cepted his mission, as he would probably 
remark as a pis aller, and has openly aban- 
doned all control of and declined all re- 
sponsibility for the editorial utterances of 
the powerful organ over which he formerly 
presided, that journal is showing sings of 
relief and is beginning to print occasion- 
ally some of the thoughts that occur to the 
alert minds of its vigilant and independent 
sub-writers. The change from the solemn 
neutrality that prevailed before the ex- 
traordinary Envoy had proclaimed his 
departure from the editorial rooms 
is, of course, gradual. There is nec- 
essarily in the group ef gentlemen as- 
sociated with him, at least a semblance of 
what he would doubtless term esprit de 
corps, and a certain recognition of obliga- 
tion to their late chief, so that they cannot 
be expected to break suddenly with the 
order he had until recently maintained. 
In yesterday’s issue they devote a good 
deal of space tothe effect of ‘‘the bugle 
blown at noon’*the day before at the en- 
trance to Oklahoma, to a discussion of the 
responsibility for the Danmark disaster, 
and to an account of the various modes 
for “The Enjoyment of Spring.” Noblesse 
oblige, asthe Minister would say, and these 
safe and not exciting topics are but an in- 
dication that the men he leaves behind 
him do not intend to bring his mild tactics, 
since he has kissed the hand of his great 
leader, into too violent contrast with those 
which their own journalistic sense would 
suggest. 

But this sacrifice having been made on 
the altar of the past, the pent-up spirit of 


‘the writers, or at least of oné of them, so 


long confined to matters of no possible 
interest, breaks’ loose in a paragraph that 
must make the Plenipotentiary wince. 
With his mental eye tixed sidewise on the 
occupant of the White House, the writer 
exclai 1s: 

“In looking for contrasts between WASHING- 
TON’s time and the present let us not forget that 
in his day the Office sought the Man, while in 
ours, usually, the Man places himself in the 
hands of his friends, secretly hires a brass band 
to serenade him, slips a call in @ local paper 
signed ‘“‘Many Voters” demanding that he 
come forward and sacrifice himself for the 
country’s good, and otherwise works night and 
day till he either runs the poor, distracted 
Office to earth on election night or gets beaten 
by the other Man. Things will change ina 
hundred years."’ 

We are pained to have to believe that 
men who are looking for contrasts between 
WASHINGTON’s time and the present, and 
even those who are not looking for any- 
thing of the kind, but are aware that 
WASHINGTON’s place is now occupied by 
another, need no suggestion from any one 
as tothe striking differences that present 
themselves, and we hardly expected that 
this particular feature would be brought 
up for comparisen by the organ of the Min- 
ister to France. Whether we contemplate 
the process by which the incumbent of the 
Chief Executive office arrived at the goal 
of his ambition or that by which our rep- 
resentative at Paris secured his appoint- 
ment, we are in no danger of suspect- 
ing that the “Office sought the Man.” 
We need no metaphors ‘as to brass 
‘bands secretly hired to recall the com- 
plicated intrigues at Chicago last Summer, 
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informed that the organ has been devoted 
for many years to manufacturing evidences 
of public sentiment favorable to the Minis- 
ter. Itisa matter not only of history but 
of notoriety how in each case ‘the poor, 
distracted Office was run to earth.” But it 
is a pleasant surprise to see these familiar 
things alluded to with such simple candor 
in the columns of the organ within so very 
brief a period from the moment of the Min- 
ister’s formal surrender of his control over 
them. That the sentiment thus frankly 
and even bitterly expressed must have 
existed for a loug time in the office of the 
organ may be acknowledged. The Envoy 
himself would concede that, but he cannot 
be expected to be delighted at this rather 
brutal manifestation of it. His late sub- 
ordinates need not be surprised if they re- 
ceive from him a message couched in the 
phrase of the famous French dame of Louis 
XV.’s Court on the occasion of an injudi- 
cious declaration: ‘‘Ca se fait parfois, mais 
¢a ne se dit jamais.”

AN ENEMY OF THE SPOILS SYSTEM.

PEARSON will unquestionably receive the 
support of all friends of civil service re- 
form, a cause of which he was a devoted 
adherent. Certainly if such service as he 
gave and such sacrifices as he made in be- 
half of the cause are unworthy the per- 
manent tribute and commemoration of a 
monument erected in the manner suggested 
it would be difficult to say what kind of 
public service is worthy of it. 

We have no doubt that some organization 
will be formed to take in hand the work of 
raising the fund.

VANDERVOORT COMES IN. 

Immediately after the election of Mr. 
HARRISON one PAUL VANDERVOORT, a 
Nebraska politician, became an applicant 
for the office of Superintendent of the Rail- 
way Mail Service. Those who recalled that 
he had been dismissed from the Postal 
Service for cause by a Republican Post- 
master General could not at first believe 
that his application for this or any other 
office would be entertained for a moment. 
When it became known that he would not 
be made Superintendent, the impression 
prevailed among those whose attention had 
been directed to the matter that he would 
not be permitted to enter the public service 
as a subordinate of that officer. But they had 
failed to measure rightly the character of the 
new Postmaster General or to comprehend 
the civilservice policy of Mr. HARRISON. On 
Monday last thisman VANDERVOORT was ap- 
pointed Superintendent of Mails at Omaha, 
the very city where his shameful neglect of 
duty six years ago caused him to be dis- 
missed from office by Postmaster General 
GRESHAM. 

In 1883 VANDERVOORT was chief clerk 
of the Railway Mail Service at Omaha. In 
September of that year he was remeved be- 
cause, in spite of repeated admonition and 
reproof, he had persisted in neglecting the 
duties which he was employed to perform. 
It was shown that in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1883, he had been absent from his 
post 265 days, and as Sundays and legal 
holidays were not included in this number, 
it was apparent that he had consented to 
devote but a very little time to the work 
that the Government aud the people had 
hired him to do. While absent from his 
post he had caused another man, also in 
the Government service, to fill out and 
send to his superior officers the ‘ personal 
daily reports,” signed by himself in blank, 
that were required by.the department. For 
these and other reasons Judge GRESHAM de- 
cided that he was unworthy to hold the 
office, and he removed him. 

Now, these facts were known to Mr. Har- 
RISON, for they were freely commented upon 
by the press at the time, and the removed 
chief clerk not only made repeated com- 
plaints in certain newspapers, but also 
caused influential persons to defend him 
publicly and privately. He demanded 
that Judge GresHaM should reinstate him, 
but made the demand in vain. The man at 
the head of the Post Office Department at 
that time kad not had the experience of a 
Wanamaker in private business enter- 
prises, but he was honest and faithful 
to his trust, and he believed that an 
emplové in the public service should be 
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required to do the work for which the peo- 
ple paid him, or should at least try to do it. 
The same facts must have been known to 
Postmaster General WANAMAKER when he 
made this appointment. The reappearance 
of VANDERVOORT as an office seeker had re- 
called them tothe minds of many persons 
in Washington and elsewhere, for‘his re- 
movalin 1883 was generally regarded by 
honest men as a most commendable act. 
There can be no question as to Mr. HarrIi- 
SON’S familiarity with the circumstances, 
for hé has watched with some care the pub- 
lic career of the man who was his rival in 
the State of Indiana and who caused VANn- 
DERVOORT to retire to private life. 


The appointment was made, therefore, | 


with full knowledge on the part ef Mr. 
HARRISON and Mr. WANAMAKER of the 
facts that prove the unworthiness of the 
candidate, and it must be regarded as an- 
other indication of their real opinions con- 
cerning the merit system. Wedo not know 
that it ought to surprise any one, for after 
TYNER had been made Assistant Attorney 
General for the Post Office Department and 
Van Cott had been thrust into the office 
held by the late Mr. PRarson—than whom 
no public servant was ever more faithful 
and true or better equipped for the duties 
of his place—no one could expect that the 
door would be closed to the VANDERVOORTS 
and their kind. 











PROHIBITION AND LIUVENSE. 

The present attitude of the Prohibition- 
ists recalls the attitude of the Abolitionists 
for thirty years before the war. ‘ Rum” is 
talked about by them in very much the 
same terms in which slavery’ used to be 
discussed by PuHittirs and GARRISON. 
Drinking is the ‘‘sum of all villainies,’’ 
and is indeed so great and monstreus an 
iniquity that the tolerance of. it by law, 
even for the purpose of regulating and re- 
stricting its sale, seems to the fervid Pro- 
hibitionists rather worse than an un- 
checked and unlicensed liquor traffic that 
is not recognized by the State. 

However much in earnest or however elo- 
quent a man may be who takes this tone 
about any prevailing practice, he cannot be 
a@ good citizen. Senator BLAtrR, who is 
perhaps the most conspicuous and per- 
sistent of the advocates of the uncon- 
ditional and universal abolition of the 
liquor traffic, is really no more unwise a per- 
son than the uncompromising Abolitionists 
who denounced every practical measure for 
the restriction of slavery, from the Mis- 
souri Compromise down to the Emancipation 
Proclamation. Popular government is a 
series of concessions and compromises, and 
everybody who is fit to take part in it must 
be prepared to make these concessions and 
compromises at every turn. When a Pro- 
hibitionist epposes a high-license measure 
upon the ground that he is opposed to any 
license at all, or any ‘‘ tampering wiih the 
accursed thing,” he makes himself exactly 
as ridiculous as the Abolitionists did 
who denounced the Constitution of the 
United States asa league with death and 
a covenant with hell because it permitted 
slavery, and who agitated for disunion as a 
means to abolition. His plea that his posi- 
tienis a matter of ‘‘conscience” is perfectly 
worthless. A conscience which will not let 
its victim rest so long as another man holds 
slaves or drinks wine is not entitled to re- 
spect from anybody else, and entirely dis- 
qualifies its victim for fellowship in civil 
society. 

The overwhelming vote against prohibi- 
tion in Massachusetts is really a matter for 
public congratulation, though the Prohibi- 
tienists will, of course, make it a matter 
for lamentation. It is a proof of the ca- 
pacity of the American people for self-gov- 
ernment that they do not favor intolerant 
and impracticable measures even as means 
of attaining ends they prize. It is true 
that several States have passed laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor within 
their borders. In the judgment of* the 
great majority of American citizens this 
is an unwise exercise of power, since the 
statutory prohibition can nowhere be en- 
forced, and since the legal assumption that 
the liquor traffic does not exist prevents 
the taking of any legal measures to restrict 
it or to prevent its abuses. This, however, 
isa very much less radical measure than 
the proposition of prohibition by the Con- 
stitution which New-Hampshire and Mas- 
sachusetts have just decisively rejected, 
though inthe former State prohibition is 
actually the law. 

There may be States, at least it is con- 
ceivable that there are States, througheut 
which the sentiment against drinking is so 
strong that a statutory prohibition can be 
enforced. In most States that is not the 
case, and in these the practical method of 
dealing with the liquor trafficis by local 
option and high license. When a eivil 
division like a city or a township votes 
prohibition for itself the chances are 
that it will be at least reasonably 
well enforced, while the vote ef pro- 
hibition by a State, and much more 
the embodiment of prohibition in the Con- 
stitution of a State, is a “barren ideal- 
ity.” The good sense of the people of Mas- 
sachusetts is shown by the rejection of this 
empty and mischievous declaration even in 
the cities that have prohibited the sale of 
liquor withia their own limits. 








A few days ago the receivers of the bank- 
rupt Panama Canal Company told the 
shareholders that the canal could be 
“saved” if $2,500,000 should be raised by 
the sale of. lottery bonds. Of course the 
receivers knew better, for the absurdity of 
the assertion is manifest. If $2,500,000 
should be contributed to ‘‘save the canal,” 
very little of the money would ever go out 
of France. As. the loan could not be ob- 
tained in that country, the receivers tried 
to borrow $3,000,000 in London ‘for the 
expenses of a survey and the maintenance 
of the canal works;” {but the English bank- 
ers were naturally unwilling to throw away 
80 much money, and the receivers returned 
to Paris with empty hands. How far 
$2,500,000 or $3,000,000 would go, even 
if itshould be spent honestly on the isth- 
mus, is shown by the recently-published 
statement of Mr. SLAVEN, the : President of

to take a contract to finish the canal 
for $200,000,000. His description of the 
methods of the canal company indicates 
that under that company’s management 
the same work might cost twice as much. 
It is the eld story of waste, extravagance, 
and probably something worse. ‘The 
waste,” he says, ‘‘has been frightful. There 
are literally acres of machinery rusting 
away, much of it never having been used.” 
In his opinion there is no hope of raising 
any more money in France for the canal, 
because DE LessEPS has ruined the small 
investors, and the collapse of the Copper 
Syndicate has broken the large ones. 





It must be acknowledged that to the army 
is due a good share of the comparative 
order and peace with which Monday’s 
prodigious rush to Oklahoma was accom- 
plished. Acts of violence no doubt there 
were; but these were so much fewer than 
had been feared that the prevailing senti- 
ment with which the news of the move- 
ment was received in most quarters must 
have been one of relief. When itis con- 
sidered that this enormous throng of set- 
tlers was engaged in a scramble for lands 
on the principle ‘“ first come first served,” 
it is rather remarkable that so little rioting 
occurred. Of course disorder and blood- 
shed are still to be looked for; but the 
dreaded first day passed reasonably well, 
and no doubt this was in large measure due 
to the presence of the regular troops and to 
the respect paid to them as the executive 
arm of the Government. They seem to 
have exercised a wise combination of dis- 
cretion and firmness. It was not only on 
the 22d of April that this careful manage- 
ment was needed, but perhaps even more 
conspicuously during the week or two pre- 
ceding, in driving out intruders, patrolling 
the borders, and at length leading the set- 
tlers across the Cherokee Strip, but stop- 
ping them at the Oklahoma border for the 
signal to start.

CLEARING BROADWAY. 
4 BIG DAY’s WORK DONE BY THE POL? 
AND WIRE CUTTERS. 

The work of wire and pole cntting went 
merrily on yesterday, and last night only fou 
poles were standing in Broadway from Twenty- 
third to Forty-second-street. The men, under 
charge of Contractors Hess and Busbey, went 
to work early yesterday morning. By noon thé 
few poles left standing the night before were 
leveled with the exception of a bridle pole @g 
the southeast corner of Thirty-fourth-street and 
Broadway, one on the northwest corner of 
Broadway and Thirty-seventh-street, and two 
small poles boxed in by the annex in front of 
the Metropolitan Opera House. 

A$ noon both gangs attacked two ninety- foot 
poles standing on the east side of Sixth-avenue, 
near the Forty-secend-street station of the ele- 


vated road. It took nearly the whole afternoon 
to get these polesdown, and while doing so the 
utmost care had to be observed. While cutting 
the laet wires on one of the poles Lineman 
Schwartz of Contractor Busbey’s gang same 
near being thrown from the top cross arm into 
the street. As he cus the Jast wire, releasing 
the pole from the tension which held it straicht, 
itsprang back. He pegs ape | threw his arms 
and legs about the pole and clung to it for dear 
life, the top of the pole meanwhile swaying and 
vibrating in the air like a reed in the wind. 

Besides clearing Broadway of poles and tak- 
ing down the two monsters at Forty-secon:!- 
street and Sixth-avenue, Contractor Busbey’s 
men cleared ail the Sixth-avenue poles of wires 
as far up as Fifty-seventh-street, the workmen 
of the electric illuminating companies keeping 
-_ — of them, taking down their own 

All along Broadway from Fourteenth to 
Thirty-fourth street yesterday, the workmen of 
the electric light and telegraph companies aad 
the linemen of the Police and Fire Departments 
were busy running cables in the subways and 
making connections with the lamp posts and 
— Stations. 

he Mayers order had also stirred up the 
District Messenger, Holmes Electric Burglar 
Alarm, and Automatie Fire Alarm Companies, 
and, in conseauence, the buildings all along 
Broadway trom Fourteenth-street to Park-placa 
were swarming with linemen taking the wires 
up out of harm’s way. 

This morning ali the fire-alarm poles from 
Twenty-first street to Fourteenth-street will be 
removed, as the alarm wires will be working 
underground and on ear by that time, 
Work of a similar nature will begin in Sixth- 
avenue and Broadway, north of Forty-second- 
Street. After these stretches are completed, 
the work of cleaning out Broadway of all tele- 
phone and telegraph wires will begin at Park- 
Place, and be carried north to Fourteenth- 
atreet. 

The two Western Union cables eut at the 
American District offices at 821 and 990 Sixth- 
avenue on Monday night were temporarily re- 
paired yesterday. 

Broadway above Fourteenth-street having 
been cleared of poles and wires, Mayor Grant 
issued the following order to Public Works 
Commissioner Smith yesterday: 

The Ens D. Lowber Smith, Commissioner of Public 
TKS: 

Sig: You are hereby directed to remove forthwith 
from Broadway, beginning at Park-place, all the 
poles and wires of telegraph and telephone com. 
panies te Fourteenth-street, and from Fourteenth- 
street to Fifty-eighth-street all poles and wires 
except the poles and wires of the Fire Department,

THE PROSPEROUS SOUTH. 


BARON ERLANGER ENTHUSIASTIC OVEE 
ITS PROSPECTS. 

CINCINNATI, April 23.—Baron Erlanger hag 
returned from a ten days’ inspection tour over 
his system of roads known as the “ Queen and 
Crescent route,” extending from Cincinnati to 
New-Orleans, with a line to Meridian an@ 
Shreveport. While he was in New-Orleans he 
was a guest of the Slidell family, to whom he 
is related by marriage. The Baron, although 
he has been in control of these roads for 
Many years, had never before passed over 
them. To a reporter to-day he expressed great 
pleasure at the condition in which he feund 


his properties and the evidences of prosperity 
in the belt of country which they serve. 

‘What I saw,” said he, “‘ was a continual sur- 
prise. No man can visit that portion ef the 
South for the first time without feeling that the 
half has not been told regarding its wonderful 
prosperity. Everywhere development is being 
pushed with all the force capital and enterprise, 
praeticaliy unlimited,can cemmand. Certainly 
the future of the South is most promising, and 
the growth and development down there 1s 
bound to result in great profit to Cincinnati.” 

When asked whether the report telegraphed 
over the country that he had bought the Cincin- 
nati and Anniston Road during his tour was 
true, the Baron replied: “‘Ne; we have made 
no purchases of property during this visit. 
Such things cannot be done off-hand and on sueh 
short notice. We have examined some proper- 
ties, and now we can decide at our leisure upon 
the advisability of making purchases. [ shall 
sail for my home en May 11.

FUNERAL OF MR. PEARSON 


VERY LARGE AITENDANCE 
AT THE SERVICES. 
THE LATE POSTMASTER BURIED IN THE 
CEMETERY AT ENGLEWOOD, N. J.— 
800 POST OFFICE MEN PRESENT. 

At 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
special train of 10 cars filled with employes of 
the New-York City Post Office pulled ont of the 
station of the Erie Railroad, er route to Engle- 
wood, N. J., to attend the funeral of Henry G. 
Pearson. 

More than eight hundred Post Offive men, in- 
cluding heads of departments, clerks, and 
letter carriers, took this opportunity of per- 
forming the last duty by which they could show 
their respect and affection for their late chief. 
The air of sadness which prevailed would have 
led one to suppose that ali were bound to the 
obsequies of a beloved brother, in whieh light, 
indeed, many of those present who had worked 
alongside of their lamented chief before he 
attained that distinction did regard him. When 


the train drew up toEnglewood the men formed 
in volumns of four and marched to St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church, wherein the last sad rites 
were to be conducted. 

- The church would only acesmmodate a part 
of those who attended the funeral, and after the 
family of the dead man and a few of the leading 
otlicials and guests, with a delegation of letter 
carriers, had filled the little editice, there still 
remained a vast crowd outside, who waited 
Patiently until the services were cempieted, 
and then marched in line, as before, to the 
cemetery. The eoffiin was carried into the 
church at 4:30 o'clock, and it was preceded up 
the aisle by the Rev. D. Parker Morgan, of the 
Chureh of the Heavenly Rest of this city and 
Dr. Flichtner. Before the chance! rail, at the 
head of the coffin, rested the only floral offering, 
which was a large piece from the Post Office 
employes, in whose favor an exeeption had 
been made in the request of the family that no 
flowers should be sent. 

The following gentlemen acted as pall bearers: 
The Hon. Car! Schurz. William KR. Grace, Wayne 
MacVeagh, E. L. Godkin, Dorman B. Eaton, 
Edward Cary, John McLean, Howard Carroll, 
Wilham Meyer, and Frederick Kiihne. Mra. 
Pearson, accompanied by her father, Gen. 
Thomas L. James, Mrs. James, and Mr. Frank 
Rk. James, the Misses Heiser, and other members 
of the family comprised the mourning party. A 
quartet choir chanted the beautiful anthem 
which forms a part of the Episcopal burial serv- 
ice and ** Lord let me know my end.” ‘The Rev. 
Dr. Morgan read the lesson from Firat Corinth- 
ians xv., 20, after whieh the ehoir sang Hymn 
No. 514, “Art thou weary, art thou languid,” 
foilowed by a tenor solo by W. K. Hine, eutitled 
**One Sweetly Solemn Thought.” The Rev. Dr. 
Fiiehtner read the prayer for the dead, after 
which the recessional hymn, ‘Lead, kindly 
light,”” Was sung, 

At the grave more than one thousand people 
stood with uncovered heads as the earth was 
dropped upon the lowered coffin and the eolemn 
words, ‘*Earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to 
dust,” sounded with impressive distinctness 
upon the still air. At the conclusion of the serv- 
ice the Rev. Dr. Fliechtner, on behalf of the 
family, said: “Gentlemen of the New-York 
Post Office, I am requested to offer the grateful 
acknowledgment of the family of him for whom 
you have thus shown this proof of your great 
love and esteem.” The ftioral piece sent by the 
employes of the Post Ofhce was a floral design 
copied after the stamp designed by the late 
Postmaster bimself and consist@i of a paddle 
wheel of a steamboat in the side of which was a 
wing carrying a letter, denoting the speed of 
the Postal Service.

OF INDIA. 


SANAHBRAH ILLUSTRATES, IMPERSON- 
ATES, AND ILLUMINATES. 

The platform of the Calvary Baptist 
Church, Fifty-seventh-street, near Sixth-ave- 
nue, was transformed last evening into an East 
Indian residence, with a background of bright 
silks, laces, and tapestries, and about it flut- 
tered Sanahbrah, a veritable butterfly of a 


native Burmese, who gave @ taik on india, 
“illustrated, impersonated, and iliuminated.” 

Sanabbrah is the son of an Indian farmer, 
but was educated in this eoumtry and speaks 
Euglish with the pure accent of Boston and 
vicinity. On first coming to this country he 
was advised to prosecute his studies near Bos- 
ton, and fur atime really believed that Boston 
English was purer than any other. 

Among all bis other accomplishments Sanah- 
brah numbers that of a lightning change arvist 
of no mean capacity. He appeared as 4 man of 
wealth, a poor farmer, a girl ot twelve, one of 
sixteen, and a married woman, showed his 
audience how the men eumbed tndeir long hair, 
and the different manner in which the women 
combed theirs, making all the changes of 
raiment necessary in full view. 

As the native Burmese costume consists 
almost entirely of light dry goodsin the ptece, 
this was not so difficult as appeared at tirst 
glance. When Sanahbrah wished to change 
from an aristocrat to a humble farmer he 
wrapped a dark plaid pieee of goods several 
yards long areund himself, tucked in the ends 
to hold it on, gave a shake, and his garments of 
wealth lay at his feet, while he walked down 
the platferm every inch a farmer, singing a 
Chinese bucolic song. 

Sanahbrah scored a hit when he showed the 
Burmese mode of sleeping, lying flat on his 
back on the floor, voveriug himself entirely with 
alight spread to keep out insects, snakes, and 
other unpleasant attendants of Indian house- 
holds, and in this position continued his dis- 
course with the greatest volubility. 

The large andienee present were greatly 
pleased with the whole entertainment, but were 
@ little fearful of attempting the lecturer's 
name in congratulatory lemarks,

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BINGHAMION’S POST OFFICE. 


IT WILL NOT BE MOVED—FACTS OF IN- 


TEREST TO REPUBLICANS. 
BINGHAMTON, April 23.—The grumblers early 
besieged the new Administration and pressed it 


new Post Office. Hitherto they huve been 
beaten at every point and their charge of 
fraud: nas been answered and its ridiculeus 
nature fully exposed. Nearly $100,000 has 
been expended upon the new Post Office. In 
fact, it is well-nigh completed, save its roof, 
and the grumbiers are not likely to secure its 
removal to another site, although they are 
howling uproariously tor something of this sort. 

The truth about this tempest in a teapot is 
that the dominant factions of the two parties 
approved the original selection ef the present 


site on the river bank. Cungre ssman Millard, 
& Republican, procured the eperee anew 
and another Republican—Mr. Bell, the Treas- 
ury architect, the same gentleman who has 
just been appointed to an office in Chicago by 
President Harrison—recommended the pur- 
chase of the site. Mr. Bell did not do this 
without making a persenal visit to this city, 
where he inspected excavations made for the 
purpose of showing what work would be 
hecessary upon the proposed foundations 
and examined the title in the county oftice. 
His findings were subsequently approved 
by Secretary Fairchild, and then the animus of 
the grumbiers was directed to tne leader of tne 
dominant Democratic faction, Mr. Charles 
Davis, now a trusted pee tr of Collector Ma- 
gone. His integrity was violently assailed, and 
he demanded of the Treasury Department 
rigid inquiry into the parchase of the property. 
Mr. Fairchild expressed himself as perfectiy 
satistied that the Government had made an ex- 
cellent bargain and that no fraud could be laid 
at the door of any Democratic official.

COLLISION IN HELL 


THE STEAMER PILGRIM ALMOST SINKS 
A SMALL FREIGHT BOAT. 


The steamer Pilgrim of the Fall River 
Line and the freight boat Metropolitan, which 
is run between this city and New-London, came 
into collision on Monday night while passing 
through Hell Gate, both bound east. Only 
slight damage was sustained by the Pilgrim, 
and she continued her trip to Newpert, where 
she was quickly repaired. The Metropolitan’s 
bow was carried almost entirely away, and she 
wasrun ashore in a sinking condition just 
above Riker’s lsland. 

The Metropolitan Is a small-sized propeller 
and was the city’s police boat befure the vatrol 
was built. She was commanded by Capt. 8. J. 
Geer and carried about four hundred tons of 
valuabie freight, allof which was transferred 
yesterday to another boat without damage, 
under the direction of the Vermont Central 
Agent, Mr. W. M. Bassett. To-day an effort will 
be made to fioat the boat and bring her to the 
city for repuirs. Mr. Bassett said that, judging 
from her position and eondition, he thought the 
attempt would be suéevessful. She bad been 
dauinaged, be thougut, to the extent of $7,000 
or $8,000. 

The report whieh Capt. Geer made led Mr. 
Bassett to believe that the Diame for the acci- 
dent rested on the Pilgrim’s pilot. The Metre- 
Politan, he said, was ahead and the Pilgrim 
tried to pass ber in violation of a plain ruie ef 
navigation, Where the channel was very nar- 
row, directly off Willet’s Point. Zhe suction 
brought the two beats together, swinging the 
Metropolitan’s bow around, sv that she got a 
heavy blow from the larger boat. The water 
had nearly reached ner tires when Capt. Geer 
succeeded in beaching her.

NAVAL FACT AND GOSSIP. 


The war ships now 1n port which will par- 
ticipate in the coming centeunial celebration 
are all ready te move to their respeetive pusi- 
tions. The little Yantic lies off Twenty-sixth- 
street in North River, and can drop down into 
the lower harbor at a moment’s notice. The 
Chicage, Boston, and Kearsarge are at the 


navy yard and are ready to move out into the 
stream. The Boston “broke ouw” ber sails Sat- 
urday and bent them, and yesterday the Chi- 
cugo followed suit. These two cruisers will 
make a tine display in the parade. The Kear- 
sarge still looka « tritie dirty outside, but this 
is only the resultof her long passage from the 
South Atiantic. No doubt her First Lieutenant 
will have ail hands over the side to-day or to- 
morrow touching her up. Sheis still flyivg her 
long homeward-bound pennant. 

The ship St. Mary’s lies at her moorings in 
East River. She has bad a new, mizzenmast put 
in her lately, and what with aon applivation of 
bavy spar composition to masts she is looking 
fairly respectable, So far there are five war 
vessels in purt, not counting the Despatch, 
which will participate in the naval parade. The 
Yorktown ought to make her appearance in the 
harbor befure Thursday, and the little Vesuvius, 
too, if she is to come, but naval othcers have 
their doubts of this. 

It is not at all likely that the Atlanta will be 
here for the celebration. Itis known that Ad- 
miral Bancroft Gheraai, at present command- 
ing the North Atlantic squadron, cabled the 
Navy Department from Port Royal, West Indies, 
asking that she be retained to him south. if the 
Atlanta does not come and there ure no other 
naval vessels forthcoming, the naval pageant 
will be in @ measure disappointing. 

There are at present three naval vessels mak- 
ing the best of their way to New-York. They 
are the Brooklyn, Quinnebaug, and Essex. 
Tho lutter two are coming home by way of Gib- 
raltar, and the Brooklyn from China by way of 
Cape Horn. Ali three vessels ought to be in 
port by the middle of May. 

The revenue cutter service is becoming more 
demoralized every day. Ita vessels are laid up 
here and there unable to move, and itis ru- 
mored that all the cutters in the Gulf of Mexico 
will be put out of commission because they are 
making no showing. The present inability of 
the Treasury Vepartment to mobilize even 
seven of its vessels is, in the opinion of the 
navy, but auother reason why the whole serv- 
ice should be transferred over to the Navy De- 
partment. 

The United States ship Thetis, which left San 
Francisco Saturday, was bound north on a 
cruise to the arctics. She means to reach Behr- 
ing Strait before the revenue steamer Bear, as 
@ sort of rivalry exists between these two ves- 
sols of different corps. Both the Bear and Thetis 
belonged to the Greely relief fleet which went 
north in 1885, On its return the Bear wus 
transferred to the revenue marine and the 
Thetis retained in the navy. 

Regarding the fears expressed about the 
Monongahela being lost, naval officers yes- 
terday were. not at all inclined to be- 


lieve that the ship was lost. It is a 
long, wearisome passage from San Fran- 
cisco to the Samvan Islands, and since the 
vessel’s motive power lies wholly in her sails, 
she must depend on the conditiun of the weather 
for the -lemgth of the voyage. As to being 
caughtin the hurricane that struck Apia, it is 
not unlikely that the Monongahela came in con- 
tact witu the euter edge of the storm, but as 
sho is well ofticered and is known as an abie 
ship, there is no reason why she could not have 
ridden it oat like aduck. The Monongahela is 
the vessel to which Insign Ormsby was or- 
dered, but failed to report on before she sailed. 
This officer is now awaiting bis court-martial 
for disobedience of orders. 


From the naval cadets who reached New- 
York by the La Bretagne on Sunday, it was 
learned that the court-martial on the officers 


and men of the British man-of-war Sultan, re- 
eently wrecked off Malta, was concluded at 
Portsmouth just befere the cadets left for home. 
The court-martial resulted in the aequittai of 
every one against wiom charges were pre- 
ferred, but with a elight reprimand of the com- 
manding officer. 

The revenue cutter Manhattan is again doing 
duty in New-York Harbor, and the chartered 
patrol steamer Talisman has been given up. 


Tne Manhattan is fitted with one of the new 
type of Ward boilers, walch so tar has broken 
dowutwice. AS @ steam generator it proved 
very successful, but 4s an etticient boiler a 
very miserable contrivance. This third trial 
will demonstrate conclusively its inefficiensy if 
it again breaks down. 


A BOOM IN THE OYSTER TRADE, 
NEw-HAVEN, April 23.—There is a boom in 
the oyster trade in Long Island Sound, and the 
steamers of the New-Haven fleet are unusually 
busy. Over one hundred thousand bushels of 
seed oysters are to be sent to Rhode Island and 


Massachusetts ports from New-Haven and 

Sound beds. One firin of dealers has coutracted 

to furnish 3,000 bushels of four-year-old stock 

for a Norwich firm. These oysters are to be 

pee down in the upper waters of the Thames 
ver. 

The Oyster Point growers are to send 98,000 
bushels of seed to Narragansett Bay and Cape 
Cod po This is twice the amount ever be- 
fore shipped to these ports in a single season.

VALUABLE MEMORIALS HIDDEN AWAY 
IN THE WADSWORTH ATHENAUM. 
Harrrorpy, Cona., April 23.—The Revolatton- 
ery relies preserved in the Historical Rooms of 
the Wadsworth Athenzeum in this city are rich 
ana varied in interest. In the first place, the 
building is on the aite of the old Wadsworth 


residence, in the pariers of which Gen. Wash- ; 


ington, Marquis ac Lafayette, Jonathan Tram- 
bull, Count Rochambeau, and Admiral de Ter- 
may hold the notable conference with regard to 
the war which resulted in the discomfiture 
of the Britisn forces at Yorktown and the 
surrender of Cornwallis. The plan of 
campaign was decided on at this con: 
ference, In out-of-the way places in the 
vuilding, kept from every eye but 
the optics of Prof. J. Hammond Trambull, 
there is to-day an invaluable mass of historical 


documents, including unpublished Washington 
letters, the Silas Deane. papers, letters from 
Lafayette and Rochambeau, with the original 
contract with the great Marquis, which insured 
his services to the straggling patriots. I+ is 
deoubttul if a dozen men in this city have geen 
these papers,: which are stowed away in old 
boxes and chests. Trumbuli’s accounts of the 


Continental Army are also deposited in large. 


quantities in this bonanza of Revolutionary 
memorials. 

A bushel basketful of old checks bearing the 
signature of Aaron Burr could be unearthed if 
Prof. Trumbull could be persuaded to eonsent 
to the thy ecm The Burr autographs, apart 
from this business lot, are very rare at present. 
The gold and onyx snuff box which Gen, Wash- 
ington owned ig nots allowed to be seen for fear 
it might prove a resistless temptation to thieve 
and burglars. It is inclosed in a paper box an 
sseurely looked fn one of the side cases of the 
Athenwum. The footstool of Martha Washing- 
ton is allowed, however, @ place on the floor of 
the distorical Rooms, and now and then a 
wearied visitor might drep dewn upon it for 
» moment's rest, believing it te be 
an old-fashioned settee... The Bible and 
diary of Jonathan Trumbull, the originas 
*‘ Brotner Jonathan,” are not far from Nathan 
Tisle’s powder horn, which he carried and fitted 
for use whena student in Yale College. The 
antique basket which the noted spy used in 
camp, eontaining even new a couple of bottles, 
is in the same ease with the powder horn, sug- 
gesting that the owner used to get dry like 
etber mortals. The Hale letters are worth their 
weight in gola. The bull’s-eye watoh owned by 
Benedict Arnold and the wailet whieh waa in 
the possession of Major André, when he was 
captured, are the principal attractions im still 
another case in the rooms, 

The collection of swords which were worn by 
distinguished Revolutionists is unequaled in 
this section of the eountry. The list comprises 
Jonathan Trambull’s, (senier and junior,) the 
latter of whom was Washington’s private 
secretary, and Israel Putnam’s twenty-ineh 
blade, which saw some of the biooalest carnage 
of the war. The cartridge box worn at Bunker 
Hill by Abraham Tuttle of New-Haven is 
unique in its way. The queer mail bag in which 
the first news of the battle of Lexiagton was 
carried through the Connecticut Valley is enugly 
concealed in a spot where no one would think 
of lookin 
ingly we 

he array of dismai memorials is more inter- 
esting than such colleetions generally turn out 
te be ina public resort. The waisteoat worn by 
Ool. Ledyard when he was ran through with his 
owr sword by a British officer at Fort Griswold 
after the surrender of the garrison, on Sept. 6, 
1781, is invariably sought out by visitors. A 
few feet from this waistcoat, which shows 
where the sword penetrated and left the body 
of the gallant Ledyard, is alink from the atu- 
pendous fron chain which the Americans 
atretehed across the Hudson River to intercept 
the British shipping from New-York. The link 
is three feet in length and weighs. seventy-five 
as atleast. A piece of Washington's orig- 
nal coffin can be seen if desired. The bullet 
which was fired inte the heart of Gen. David 
Wooster at Danbury April 27, 1777, is also at 
hand. It was removed from the fearless lead- 
er’s heart, and has been hept with great care 
for 112 — 

One of the most fascinating bits of plate in 
the building is the silver creamer whieh b 
longed to the Sentor Trnmbull The design is 
light and airy and every lady who sees it is con- 
seious of a secret longing to gain paren ay of 
it. For that reason Prof. Trumbull keeps it out 
of sight as much as pessible. It is to be hoped 
for the credit of Hartford thatthe time is rapid- 
ly approaching when the Kevoiutionary relics 
and documents now in the public bauilaing set 
apart for them, will be accessible, at least so far 
as to be seen by visitors. Rich as they are. 
they should not longer be nailed up in old 
Doxes and chests and hidden from public view

LITTLETON, N. H., April 23.—Tne heavens in 
the vicinity of the sun presented a remarkable 
appearance from here at 9 o’clock this morning.

“HE AND BROKER BISSELL HAVE A 
WORDY ALTERCATION ON THE FLOOR 
OF THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 

Sadness straggied into the New-York 
Brock Exchange yesterday afternoen. Five 
‘bundred brekers went home last night grieved 
and disappointed, They had hoped much; they 
had hoped in vain; happiness was afar eff; life 
Was a great big green goeseberry. And all this 
sorrow Was over the perversity and unaccom- 
modating spirit of Brother Broker Rensselaer 
Bissell. 

Broker Biesell had collided on the Stock Ex- 
change with Broker Isidor Wormser and had 
made s remark or twoof anatnre touching 
enough to induce Broker Wormser to: invite 
Broker Bissell out into the street, where, prom- 
ised Broker Wormser to Broker Bissell, “I'll 
wipe up the pavement with you.” Five hundred 
listening brokers applauded. At last there 
ecemed the prospect of reviving real life in 
Wall-street. Vain expectation! “I never 
nursed a dear gazelle, but that—” but that— 
well, Broker Bissell could see no reason why 
the pavement should be ‘“ wiped.” And he 
went his unfeeling way. calmly whistling his 
carelessness of war and eobblestones. Broker 
Wormser marched wrathfully to his office. 
The Stock Exchange gong sounded the day’s 
adjournment, and the 500 ex-hopefal brokers 
hastened away from the scene each dewncast 
with a feeling of personal bereavement. 

The scene of yesterday on the Stock Exchange 
with Broker Wormser, a millionaire some few 
times over, posing as aching for the chance to 
“take a fail’ out of Brother Broker Bissell, has 
had preliminaries that do not refleet much 
credit on the deéorum and discipline of the 
New-Yerk Stock Exchange. The average man 
does not pay with much joy $25,000 for the 

rivilege of finding even in the New-York Stock 

ixehange a place to be insulted. And Broker 
Wormser has had ample reason to show re- 
sentment of the treatment whieh it has lately 
been fashionable for some of ‘his fellow- brokers 
to accord him. Only his grievance wasn’t half 
80 much against Broker Bissell as against seme 
others. A remark, not addressed to Broker 
‘W ormeer at a/l, so Broker Bissell says, but still 
everheurd and resented by Broker Wormser, 
happened to drop in as that historic last straw 
to break the back of philosophic indifterence. 

Broker Wormser has lately been directing the 
Operations of a bull poo! in Readitg Ratiroad 
stock. He lifted the price from around 42 up 
above 45. Reading had been a bear favorite. 
Half of the Stock Exchange’s room traders 
have been and still are “‘short’’ of it. Having 
@® somewhat natural sympathy with their own 
pockets, the bear brokers have hailed the Worm- 
sér coterie x8 abaleful band of brigands who 
for the Nation’s good vught to be ferth- 
with removed from the earth. So they 
solid more stock. The Wormser pool was 
sneered at, ridiculed, assailed. But geod 
humor marked the campaign as it started out. 
This was when there seemed a bright prospect 
of whipping the pool on its own ground by 
selling more stock than the pool dared to buy. 
That didn’t work. The pool stoed its ground 
bravely. Even the bear vociferations of good 
Deacon 8. V. White failed to turn the pool 
from its path. Broker Wormeer kept right 
along buying the stock from everybody who 
chose te offer 1%. 

This was distressing. enough to turn the 
“shorts” to new weapons. Broker Wormser, 
as is known, of course, to all men who happen 
to know anything about Wali-street and its 
notabies, is a Hebrew, as are many of the most 
prominent and infiluentiai and respected mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange. His tirm stands 
high financially. Its customers include sowe of 
the .chief speeulators of the world, for the 
house of Wormser hasimportant connections 
in Europeax capitals as well as here, where on 
their list are such olientsa as Jay Gould and 
Alfred Suliy. In one year James R. Keene 
is said to have paid the Wormsers fer 
executing. his Stock Exchange operations 
over $1,000,000 in cash commissions, 
Facets of this sort show, of course, that not 
nonsense, but business, is the Wall-street pur- 
pose of the Wormser family. And when they 
took hold ef Reading to bull it there need 
have been small mental straining to discover 
that there was plenty of money back of their 
pool's operations, or else it would not have been 
their pool at all, but somebody else’s. 

‘This fact, hewever, seemed to fai! te dawn on 
the intellects of some of the bear contingent, 
and for the past fortnight or so the Stock Ex- 
shange floors have been turned into a frolic 
ground where Mr. Isidor Wormser has been 
burlesqued by brokers who apparently have 
entertained the idea that thus the price of Read- 
ing stock might be marked down. One bit of 
**humor”’ aimed at Mr. Wormser was paraded a 
Week ago when three bear brokers 
marched ostentatiously together into the 
Reading “crewd” on the Exchange with 
black kid glove fingers drawn in a 
hump over their noses, This was 
supposed to be wit at Mr. Wormser’s expense. 
He ignored it. though a host of members of the 
Stock Exchange, not his especial friends, ex- 
pressed marked indignation over the affair, aud 
mobody more emphatically than seme of the 
foremost. bear leaders. Ever aince there have 
been daily caricatures of Mr. Wormser when- 
ever he has 4, oe on the Exchange to attend 
to business. Vulgarity has been hailed as airy 
peraitiage, and vwenem has been coined into wit. 

Till yesterday, however, Broker Wormser 
gave no hint in any way that he heeded what 
was going on. But he had an especially lively 
time of it yesterday. Reading was suddenly 
made the target of 4 rattling bear raid that car- 
ried 1, down from 454 to 444g. The Wormser 
blood was up. Haif of the stock Exehange 
traders joined the one crowd where Reading 
Was dealt ip. Half of the transactions of the 
day were in that one stock. It was bought and 
sold in biocks of a theusand shares and more at 
atime. Not the little fellows only, but the big 
ones as well, were at work. The fight raged 
bottest just as the day’s business was ending. 
The quotation was at the Joweat figure of the 
day. Broker Isidur Wormser was in no mood 
for. jollity. 

And, lo! just then*inopportunely passed by 
Brother Broker Kensselaer Bissell, who, (80 
Baoker Bissell himse!f explains it,) espying 
@ chum in the surging assemblage eiusely 
crewded about Broker Wormser, cried out to 
the chum: 

“You'd better skip out of that game before 
the pelice pull it!” 

hen it was that Broker Wormser’s long- 
vridied tongue broke loose unto Broker Bissell, 
prociaiming the murtial summons to ‘‘come out 
into the street” and be used for wiping up con- 
tignous and waiting pavements. 

Broker Bissell said last evening that he had 
noc intended to be otfensive te Broker Wermser. 
He had intended merely to chaff a friend. 
Broker Wormser was not inclined to diseuss the 
atfair, His friends, however, intimated that he 
was less likely to further insist on pugilism 
than he is to lay charges against offending 
brokers before the Exchange Governors. He 
Can teil the Governors nothing, though, that tne 
Governors do not already koow. The daily in- 
sults that have been heaped upon him have 
been fully before the oftieial eye. It is protty 
safe to predict, all the same, that Wall-street 
hasn't seen the end of its wit and humor depart- 
ment just yet. The gentleman who laughs last, 
hg hasu’t sofareven begun to do his smil- 
a ad —— rr - 

A CHAPTER OF SORROWS. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 23.—Four years ago 
Wilkinson Brothers, bankers, of this city failed 
for $700,000. ‘To-day the Sheriff sold at public 
auction, at the Court House, the real estate be- 
longing to the bankrupt firm. The sale realized 
$467,925. The Globe Hotel was knocked down 
to Cel. A. C. Chase for $152,500. The proceeds 
of the sale will pay the judgment ereditors 
about 50 vents on the dollar. The firm of Wil- 
kinson Brothers was composed of Alfred and J. 
¥. Wilkinson, the former of whom died two 
years ago. This morning reports were ourrent 


upon the streets that J. fh. Wilkinson had com-. 


mitted suicide. ‘TL6 family deny this, but make 
the following statement: Early last night Mr. 
Wilkinson was found lying insensible on @ 
couch in the parlor of his residence. His family 
physician, who was hastily summoned, found 
that he was under the influence of byurate of 
chloral. The services of four men were re- 
quired to resuscitate him, and no. signs of re- 
turning life were ovserved for several hours. 
Up to 6 o’clock this morning he was in a semi- 
unconscious state. During the day he has 
semewhat rallied, but is still unable to con- 
Verse with his family. Mr. Wilkinson’s pbysi- 
olan states that he nad been in the habit of 
taking smail amounts of chloral to induce 
sieep. Yesterday afternoen he follewed his 
usual eustom, but took an overdeses. 





MORE STRIKES PREDIOTED. 
PITTsBURG, April 23.—John B. Rae, Master 
Workman of Miners’ National Assembly No. 
125, Knights of Labor, was in the city to-day. 
He had just returned from a tour of the Pan 
Handle and Youghiogheny districts, where he 


said that he was successful in organizing the 
miners. 

Mr. Rae made two important predictions. One 
was that there would be 8,000 mimers in In- 
diana on strike om May 1 and tue other that the 
two rival organizations of miners that have 
fought so bitteriy would come to an amicable 
agreement and work for the interest of their 
common cause, 

In speaking of the threatened trouble in In- 
diana he said: “I intend to go to that State at 
onee. Various meetings will be held, and 
already the seutiment of the miners of beth or- 
ganizations is for strongly resisting the at- 
tempt of operators to foree on them a10 per 
cent. reduction in wages.” 





DA WSON'S CONTRACT. 
THE COMMISSIONERS OF ACCOUNTS ARE 


TAKING EVIDENCE ABOUT IT. 
-An-inquiry was begun yesterday by the 


Thomas 8 Brennan as a Commissioner of Char- 
ities and Correction. Some Tammany men 


little use to their organization, and has been 
leng enough in the possession of a fat office. 
Tho inquiry has probably been suggested by 


them, for the Commissioners of Accounts say 
they. have received several anonymous letters 
calling their attention to the contract 1n qgues- 
tion, which was awarded four years ago by the 
Board of Charities and Correction, wnioh then 
consisted of Commissioners Brennan, Porter, 
and Hess, 

The letters charged that the contract was 
improperly awarded to John F. Dawson. They 
said that Dawson had bid 27 cents a cubic yard 
fer 10,000 cubic yards of stone, atated in the 
specitieations as needed for the work. All 
other bidders bid 75 cents or 80ceents. Although 
Dawson’s other items were mueh higher than 
those of his competitors, the small price of 
stone made his aggregate bid the lowest. He 
undertook the work, the charges ran, but 
the Commissioners of Charities took from 
him the task of furnishing the stone 
at 27 cents a yard, They had _ stene 
quarried on Blackwell’s Island by pauper and 
conviet labor and greatly lightened Contractor 
. Dawson’s expense in carrying it to Harv’s Isl- 
and. In brief, it was charged that the Commis- 
sioners practically took stone ont of Mr. Daw- 
son’s contrast, and that as on the other items 
his bid was $7,000 higher than that of the next 
bidder the city had lost much money. Beyond 
this the Commissioners were charged with not 
exacting a penalty of $50 a day for every day 
beyond the 150 days allowed Dawson for bis 
work, altheugh he teok 500 days. 

Before beginning the present inquiry Com- 
missioners of Accounts Holahan and Barker 
learned that their predecessors, Commissioners 
Shearman and Adamson, began alike inquiry 
in 1836, but did not complete it. The witnesses 
examined yesterday were Secretary George F. 
Britton of the Charities Board, Warden Law- 
rence Dunphy, and Keeper Jonn Bapp of the 
workhouse on Randall’s Island, Warden Vaught 
of the almshouse on Blackwell's Island, ana 
Warden Osborn of the Tombs, who used to be 
Deputy Warden of the penitentiary. Such of 
them as had knowledge of the matters inquired 
imto testified that the stone used by Dawson 
was quarried on Biackwell’s Island, and was 
worth 75 eents acubic yard. Warden Dunphy 
said that mueh of it was good enough for buiid- 
ing purposes. The inquiry will go on to-day.

STEPHEN B. FRENCH FOR POLICE COM- 
MISSIONER OR NO RAPID TRANSIT. 

A rumor was current yesterday afternoon 
that the Republican majority in the Legislature 
had determined not enly to defeat Mayor Grant’s 
Rapid-Transit bill, but alsoto hamper the Mayor 
in the exercise of his appointing power by jpass- 
ing bills to make the Polise Board non-partisan 
in eharacter, and alse to establish a Department 
of Elections presided over by two Commission- 
ers ef opposing politics. It was furthermore 
rumored that this determination was conditional, 
and would be overcome if Mayor Grant would 


make a “deal” by whish the reappointment of 
Stephen B. French would be assured. Mayor 
Grant declined to say whether or not he had 
been approached by Republicans with a augges- 
tion of a ‘*deal”’ 

But the story comes from a Tammany leader, 
who has Knowledge of whut happens in the 
inner cireles, that about four weeks ago Mayor 
Grant was told by ‘Republicans who bave the 
eontidence of Thomas C. Platt that his Rapid- 
Transit bill woula only be passed if he wouid 
promise to reappoint Stephen B. French next 
month, and to reappoint John McClave, or put 
another Republican in his place when his term 
as a Police Commissioner expires next year. 
The response of the Mayor was, according to 
the Tammany informant, that he had hoped te 
prooure the jpassage of the Rapid-Transit bill 
because he beiieved that through it New-York 
would be provided with asystem of rapid trans- 
it which weuld be of advantage to the people 
and a nemorial of his administration, but that 
he would make no ‘‘deul” to procure its pa;- 
sage. If{it were defeated, the party or individ- 
wails who defeated it would have to bear the 
responsibility. This refusal was followed im- 
mediately by the Republiean raid on the bill, 
and now the Republivans propose, if the Mayor 
will net yield to them, not only to revenge 
themselves by defeating his bill, but also to 
eripple him in his appointive power and benefit 
themselves by passing the non-partisan Police 
Board and Election Department bills. 

Things whicb have reeently happened tndi- 
cate that itis net the purpose of Mayor Grant 
to appoint any other than a Tammany man to 
the Police Board. Itis impossible to determine 
from his manner what ho proposes to de, and 
his speesh is no less enigmatical. But Cham- 
berlain Croker and other Tammany men declare 
that there was no “deal” between. Tammany 
Halland Joba J. O’Brien last Fall for the ben- 
efit of Stephen B. French or any other Repub- 
lican, and that the Police Board should bemad 
a Tammany body as soon as possible.

WITH MUOH BLOODSHED. 


BATTLES IN HAYTI WHICH GAVE HIPPO- 
LYTE THK ADVANTAGE, 

Mail brought by the steamer Careline 
Miller from Cape Haytien yesterday confirms 
the report whieh was published on Sunday in 
regard to a victory obtained over Légitime’s 
forces at Trou, April9. On April 7 Légitime’s 
army, in command of Gen. Prophete, captured 
aud entirely destroyed the town ef Petite Ri- 
viere. This action was accompanied with con- 
siderably more bloodshed thangusually accom- 
panies a Haytian struggle. The battle of Trou, 
which follewed on the 9th, however, as now re- 
ported, was by far the bloodtest battle yet 
fought in the campaign. : 

Gea. Nord, in command ef Hippolyte’s troons, 
and having with him the flower of the Northera 


army, met Gen. Prophete’s advancing column 
outside of the town of Lrou, and drove it back 
after much hard fighting. Prophete is a North- 
erner, und is said to have oniy lately espoused 
the cause of Légitime. He was all the more 
anxious to ferce the fighting to the utmost. 

The rortifications at Trou, to which Légitime’s 
army withdrew, defended it only tora time from 
the assaults of the Northern soldiers. The South- 
ern forces were obliged to retreat with consid- 
erable loss, leaving, it. 18 said, 150 dead on the 
field. Among vhe dead was a brother of the 
commanding Goneral. 

In the offices of down-town commission and 
shipping merchants yesterday afternvon the 
news of the battle aroused the greatest en- 
thusiasm among those who have sympathized 
with Hippolyte. On the other band, no alarm 
is felt at the Haytian Consulate, where every- 
thing is said to look favorably for Légitime. 

Naval Cadeta Pigott and Peckham of the 
United States man-of-war Galena and Ensign 
Brown of the Ossipee were passengers on the 
Coroline Miller from Cape Hay tien. 





DESERTIONS FROM FORT NIAGARA. 

Lockport, N. Y., April 23.—Desertiens con- 
tinue at Fort Niagara, despite the regulations. 
Private Howard, who was arrested asa desgert- 
er from the Eighth Infantry about a month ago 
and who had been tried and found guilty and 


was awaiting sentence, deserted yester- 
day. Private Cook, his guard, went with bim. 
Howard is a native of Niagara County. Cook is 
also a deserter from another regiment and 
would have been put under arrest in a day or 
two, as the officers suspected him. 

The rumor that the Eleventh Infantry would 
be sent West is unfounded. The Eleverth is 
likely to remain in the East three years longer. 
There is talk of Companies E and K of this post 
being relieved by two companies frem Madison 
Barracks. 





A DELICATE OPERATION. 
BALTIMORE, April 23.—A speeial from Rich- 
mond, Va., says: ‘‘ Mra, Sidney Lee, mother of 
Gov. Lee, who had an operation performed on 
one of her eyes recently, is Going as well as 
could be expected under phe circumstances. 
Mrs. Lee wus attacked with glaucoma in this 


eye, being the same disease that deprived her 
of sight in the other eye. The operation is 
what is known in surgery as iridectomy, which 
is performed by cutting eut a portion of the iris 
in order to form an artificial pupil. It will be 
several days before it can be definitely ascer- 
tained whether or not the eperation is sucvess- 
ful. If itis not, Mrs. Lee will be totally blind.”

“ABOUT: THE - BABIES 


LITTLE PEOPLE VIEWED BY 
A SOIENTIST. 

DE. BROWN TELLS HOW THEY LEARN 
TO LAUGH, TALK, WALK, AND RE- 
MEMBER WHAT THEY 8EE. ; 

The Academy of Anthropology was en- 
tertained yesterday afternoon at Cooper Union 


“by a paper on “fhe Baby’s Mind; Svadies in 


Infant Psychology,” prepared and read. by Dr, 


Elizabeth ‘Stow Brown of New-York. Dr.’ 


Brown declared that the most poetic beauty of 
human life is to be found in infanoy, and re- 
terred to painting, sculpture, musio, and religion 
for evidence of the claim. 

She said also that the study of biology had 
paid its tribute to babyhood. The scientific 
papa bad invaded the nursery and found there 
the greatest wonder evolution has to show. 
The lecture disclosed extensive observation and 
elose study. This observation and study began 
with birth and covered every stage of baby- 
hood from the first ory uttered to the full use 
of language. Dr. Brown’s conclasion agreed 
with that of other scientists in that the lower 
utimals disclose instinetive movements earlier 
than human beings. She then took up all the 
movements of babyhood and analyzed them. 
She said that the inability of a baby to hold up 


its head was notdueto the weaknoss of the 
neck, but to the laek of development of its will 
power. The act of standing was instinctive 
and initiative, while facial expression and gest- 
ure were due almost wholly te imitation. 

A baby’s smile, she said, was the most mis- 
underatood thing in infancy. A real smile must 
have an idea behind it, but the expression re- 
sembling a smile, which is so often seen on a 
very young baby’s face, was without an idea 
and was due to the easy cendition of the stom- 
ach or to some other physical satisfaction. The 
swile with an idea does not appear earlier than 
the fourth week. So, too, with the orying of a 
baby. The contortion of the features is due to 
physical causes. The baby sheds no tears, be- 
cause the lacbrymal glands are not developed 
for several weeks after birth. The chief pleas- 
ure of all ehildren is te change from one condi- 
tion te another by their own efforts. This is 
the beginning of the development of the will 
power, and is often attestea in what has been 
called the “imperative intention of tears.” 
This is not disclosed until after the second or 
third month. i 

A baby tests everything by its mouth, its 
sense ef taste being the surest and most relia- 
ble guide it has. Touching on inhibitive voli- 
tion in babyhood, the lecturer cited the case 
of a child of eleven months who took the great- 
est delight in threwing down stairs every- 
thing he could get his hands on. His mother 
tried in vain to break bim of the habit, until 
she finally whipped him. The result was satis- 
factory, and the offense was never known to be 
a 

ne attention of all young children 1s dfticult 
to attract, and they must attain considerable 
age before they begin to notice. Then colors 
and sounds are most potential. Fear has been 
known to be manifested by a baby only three 
weeks eld, and,in ali cases, the sensatien is 
produced by sound more than by sight. Children 
of luxurious and carefully-guarded homes are 
almost wbolly without fear, but the children of 
poor and exposed parents always manifest 1. 
Jealousy and sympathy begin to manifest 
themselves in the second year. Curiosity also 
begins to develop here and proves 
to be a_ seli-feeder througheut  chiid- 
heod. A little later the Ego begine to 
appear and the baby has the first con- 
sciousness of itself. The Ego first appears as 
a muscular sense, and the infant xradually 
learns to distinguish itscif from enrrounding 
objects. Itis first the hand thatis distinguished, 
and then the foot, and finally the whole bedy. 
Memory does not appear before the child is two 
years of age. All the reasoning of children is 
primitive and elementury and developsslowly. 
Darwin noticed an association of ideas in the 
wind of his child when 1t was only five months 
of age. 9 

The lecturer related experiences of babies 
with the first view of mirrors, and showed that 
their actions under the new conditions were 
similar to those of anthropeid apes and dogs 
under like conditions. Indeed, the levturer 
found occasion several times during the after- 
noon to emphasize the similarity of the actions 
of babies to those of lower animals. 

From this point the lecture dealt with the 
development of the ideaof time, the assocta- 
tion of analogous sounds, the evidences of logic 
and analysis, the diaclosure of the mueical 
sense, and, finally, the development of language 
aud expression. The most noticeable quality 
of baby babble is its flexible quality and its 
diminution with age. First the vowels are 
spoken, then the labialis, palatals, and lin- 
guals in the order named. The use 
of the vowels is simply emotional. The 
baby’s parents often discovered sbeech in 
the child’s babble long before it has an idea of 
language, while the cherished ‘** papa” and 
“mamma” are applied for weeks indiscriminate- 
ly to all men and women. After twenty-two 
wortha the ehild begins to talk connectedly. It 
first employs substantives, then adjectives, and 
finally verbs. When it has combined these it 
is fully equipped to express itself and therefore 
the lecturer left it. 

A vote of thanks was tendered Dr. Brown for 
his lecture, and the President of the Academy 
of Anthropology announced that this lecture 
season was at an end. Another will be Iinsti- 
tuted next Fall. The next monthly meeting of 
the academy will be held on May 7 at Cooper 
Union, when Dr. B. O. Kinnear will read a 
paper on “Hay Fever, a Nerveus Disease,” 
and Mr. RK. A. Wallace will tell what he kuows 
about ‘The Mounds and Prehistoric Remains 
ot Beuf River Swamp, Louisiana.” This will 
ena the meetings for the season. 





PRESIDENT BARNARI’S ILLNESS. 
Reports were current at Columbia College 
yesterday that President F. A. P. Barnard was 
critically 111. In the rumors, however, his dan- 
gzer was greatly exaggerated. The President 


had a relapse about a week ago, but his condi- 
tion at present, aceording to his family physi- 
cian, is greatly improved. 

Dr. Barnard’s trousle is general debility, 
caused by extreme age. Next wonth he will be 
eighty years old, having been born at Sheffield 
Mass., May 5, 1809. Because of his enfeebled 
constitution he resigned the Presidency ef the 
eollege, the resignation to take effect on the 
appointment ef hissuccessor. But the resigna- 
tion will probably not be accepted until he 
shall have completed his twenty-fifth year as 
the executive head of the, institution. This 
term will end with Commencement ef this year.

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THE ALDERMEN VOTE AGAINST A BAT- 

TERY LOOP AND A THIRD TRACK. 

“TI bow to the judgment of the Clerk.” 
Alderman John B, Shea said this in a gourtly 
way and sat down. He had questioned the 
theory that the report ef the’ Aldermanio Com- 
wittee on Streets against lending the influence 
of the board in faver of the Manhattan Railway 
Cempany’s street and park grabbing scheme 
was a general order. Clerk Twomey had con- 
firmed, in a whisper, President Arnold's impres- 
sien that it was a general order, and the Presi- 
dent had boldly announced his impression as a 
fact. Alderman Flynn moved the adoption of 
the report, and Alderman Carlin moved to refer 
it to the Committee en Parks, Lands, and Public 
Plaees, that body to give hearings to the citi- 


zens for or against Jay Gould’s scheme. The 
motion was beaten. : 

Then Alderman Carlin asked that action on 
the repert be deferred for two weeks. His con- 
stituents wanted to be heard. If thedelay was 
permitted he would finally vote for the adop- 
tfon of the report. This angered Alderman 
Fitzsimons, whe insisted there was no mertt in 
a plea fordelay made by a man who declared 
that the delay would finally end in his doing 
something others wanted to de right away. 
The action of Jay Gaquid was infamous, and if 
Mr. Carlin would be opposed to it two weeks 
hence he enght to be opposed to it at once. The 
discussion finally resulted in a thunderous 
deciaration by Alderman Carlin that if he were 
treated discourteously he would raise the stand- 
ard or Republicanism in the Aldermanio Cham- 
ber and the Republicans would use their power 
to prevent the passage of general orders. 

“That is a bluff, and I call it right here,” 
shouted Alderman Shea. ‘The Alderman does 
not, in my opinion, speak for the Republicans 
in this board when he shows them as obstrue- 
tionists. They have general orders they want 
passed, and they will not deliberately imperil 
their passage and otherwise interfere with pub- 
lio improvements. [ would have veted with Al- 
derman Carlin, but by bis speeeh he has lost my 
vote.”’ 

The previous question was then ordered and 
the report against Jay Gould was adopted. Be- 
jJore he voted against its adoption Alderman 
Carlin was permitted to speak once more. 
He ‘“iaid own’ at the ‘call” of Mr. 
Shea. His words had been misunderstood, 
he _ said. He then went on to declare 
that ho loved Mayor. Grant and favored his 
Rapid Transit bill, excepting that part of it 
which substituted the action of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners for thatof the Aldermen 
on the rapid transit plans. In his opinion the 
Aldermen, despite the petty stealing of their 
predeeessors in 1884, were as safe to trust as 
the Sinking Fund Commissionere. He remem- 
bered the Board of Audit, with its great thefts, 
and he conceived that it was as possible for 
Sinking Fund Commissioners to do wrong as for 
anybody else. Alderman Carlin was also strong 
in his assertion that he was not favorable to 
Jay Gould’s scheme. Alderman Morris was 
franker. He thought the elevated railroads. 
should have more of Battery Park and of the 
streets if they paid well for it. All who voted 
against the adoption ef the report adverse to 
Jay Gould's “loop” and third track were Re- 
publicans. They were Carlin, Cowte, Goetz, 
Gregory, Hammond, Morris, and Rapp.

aN UNPREOHDENTIKD DISPLAY 
OF BUNTING. 

BEOARPWAY AFLAME WITH COLORS— 
SOME ELABORATELY DECORATED 
BUILDINGS—FLAGS EVERYWHERE. 

New-York has begun to put on her fine 
clothing for the festivities ofnext week. Broad- 
way is already afloat with rainbow-hued bunt- 
iug and bright with the anticipations of the 
centennial. Work was realiy begun Monday, 
but yesterday decorations were fairly under 
Way and there were suggestions abroad that the 
glories of April.z9 will transcend anything of 
the kind this country has ever seen. 

The decorations do not merely consist of flags 
and narrow strips of bunting and the like, but 
are most elaborate and in many instances ex- 
ceedingly expensive. A bird’s-eye view of this 
city next Sunday will reveal a splendid mass of 
color. . 

The scheme of out-of-doors decorations be- 
gins in the bay and will extend to the outer- 
most lMmits of the city. Already the Barge 
Office has begun beautifying itself. The tower 
is being bound with national flags and the pret. 
ty windews festooned with brightiy-colored 
bunting. The fag ade will be almost hidden be 
neath the loops of flags. The big iron inclosure 
in the rear of the office is partly hung with 
great national flags, which made fine sport for 
the stift wind from the bay yesterday. When 
the decorations are completed, there will be- 
only a vig square of fluttering flags to be seen 
at the Barge Office trom the bay. Then there 
is @ jump to old Trinity, whose fine por- 
tala were arrayed must patriotically as 
the sun threw shadows down Waill- 
Btreet, A big flag flies from a staff stuck from 
ene of the windews of the steepie, and is the 
key of the decorations about the entrance. The 
frent porch is wreathed with bunting and fairly 
Wrapped with flags. Then broad strips of reu, 
white, and blue cloth have been fastened to the 
ola porte cochere and wreathed about the sup- 
porting pillars as well as about the roof, so 
that the brownstone is entirely hidden beneath 
the bunting. But this is a mere hint of what 
the decorations will finally ve, for they were 
not finished yesterday. 

Lower Broadway from Trinity has not given 

iteelf time eueuxh for decorative dissipation 
and 80, with the exception of a few smail flags 
uppearing here and there and two big flags fly- 
iug at angles frem St. Paul’s steeple, the usual 
dark twnes of the street were unrelieved. But 
at 285 Broadway the patriotie decorations be- 
gin again. There are nearly two score of flags 
grouped about the doorway, and the fanlight 
over it is a patriotic sunburst with the national 
colors.as the raya. At 299 Broadway there 
were flags almost without number, jutting 
forth from every crevice inthe building with 
bunches of them at the windows and the door. 
Festooned Danting and windows nearly hidden 
behind fiags made 306 Broadway con- 
spicnous. Teft, Weller & Co., at 326 Broad- 
way, had one of their great show windows 
banked up with eleths and Diankets alter- 
nately showing either red, white, and 
Diue, while Schloss Brothers, at 336 Broadway, 
had their building as gay with festoons of the 
national colors as lots of bunting could make it. 
Cc. F. Wildey’s store, at 351 Breadway, had 
broad atrips of parti-colored bunting drawo 
from the roof to the basement, while festoons of 
the same were hung from the various recesses. 
£weetser, Pembroke &Co., at 374 Broadway, 
selected one of their big windows to display 
patriotism in the shape of red, white, and blue 
Inaslings and heavy stuffs, and succeeded in 
arousing the enthusiasm of the policeman on 
their corner. Harbison & Loder’s store, at 377 
Broadway, had more flags in ita windows than 
an unobserving @itizen ever imagined before. 
Flags were as thick as mosquitoes and quite as 
lively in yesterday’s breeze at Eugene Peyster’s 
store, at 383 Broadway, for they were project- 
ing from every window sill. At 395 Broadway 
red, white, and biuegj umbrellas were sus- 
pendea from the windows, amd then came 
the very elaborate decorations ef Hack- 
ett, Carhart & Co.’e big store at VUanal 
street corner. Eaeh story of this building was 
marked with rows of small flags of al) nations, 
while 1a the centre of each line Wasa group of 
national colors supporting a red, white, and 
blue shield. Long streamers extended frem 
the reof to the pavements, and completed a 
show of bunting which was one of the prettiest 
along the route ef the parade. Another hand- 
somely-decorated building is that of Max Stad- 
ler’s clothing store at 463 Breadway. The flags 
were arranged along the extent of each story 
with sbields in the centre of eaeh row, while 
sarge banners were dependent from the curnice 
in festoons. A trianmgie ot flags formed the apex 
of the decorations. W. H. Lyon, at 485 Broad- 
way, had festooned the whole frent of his 
building, and thus lighted up a whole block of 
business. 

The Japanese Fan Company, at 519 Broad- 

Way, Was as patriotic as the most devoted citizen, 
for it had its windows devoted to a display of 
red, white, and blue silk, whose lustrous folds 
did not need the addition of any other decora- 
tion. Sullivan, Drew & Co., at 600 Broadway, 
had their millinery goods displayedin observ- 
ance of the most patriotic tenets, and a build- 
ing at Houston-street and Broadway had its 
second and top floor given over to a bewildering 
array of pluited bunting and national flags. 
G. Johnson & Co.’s wholesaie millinery store, at 
653 Broadway, had its windows filled with fiugs 
and fiowers, and Hornthal, Whiteheau, Weiss- 
man & Co., at 674 Broadway, had every 
window siil ofits big building bearing a good- 
sized flag, whose fluttering made the front of 
the structure aquiver with color. The windows 
of 691 Broadway had flags in them arranged 
very prettily. 8S. Stein & Co., at 694 Broadway, 
had longitudinal streamers drawn duwn the 
sides of their buildings, and flags fluttering be- 
tween. Daniell & Sons, at Eighth-street and 
Broadway, showed a big stand of flags, and the 
Vienna Bakery was decorated with the flag of 
every ration on earth, the national banner top- 
ping them all. The St. Denis Hotel was ablaze 
with colors and shields and flags, and the Hotel 
St. George had flags hanging from all its mary 
windows. A very pretty effect was given the 
front of Le Boutillier Brothers’ building in 
Union-square by each floor division of the 
fagade being marked with festoonings of bunt- 
ing, while flags marked every loop. The north, 
window of ‘tiffany’s heid a fine portrait of Wash- 
ingion, and the ground floor of the Gorham 
Building had broad pieces of bunting with the 
national colers wound abonat the big pillars and 
festooued about the entrance. The Continental 
Hotel’s balcony was afloat with big festooned 
flags caught up at short intervals by groups of 
smaller fiags, and the windows of Maillard’s, 
beneath the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, was filled with 
red, white, and blue boxes tied with parti-col- 
ored ribbon. 

When the Hoffman House decorations are com- 
Pleted its fromt will probably show more flags 
than any other building aleng Broadway, for it 
was being covered with the Stars and Stripes 
from the cornice to the café. These flags were 
floating in the fresh wind or were festooned 
with portraits and bunches of tiny flage forming 
the rosettes. The effect will be very brilliant. 
Aleng Fifth-avenue there are few decorations 
shown as yet, but all the olubs are making prep- 
araiions which will arouse much friendly ri- 
vairy. Thus far the Union League Club is ahead, 
for it will have ascheme of iliumimation by 
electric light at night whieb will probably sar- 
pass anything of the kind ever before seen here. 

Aleng Sixth-avenue the big dry goods stores 
have not generally got their decorations in 
show, but Adame & Co.’s dry goods store at 341 
Sixth-avenue was ailutter with American flags 
yesterday, while H..0. F. Kooh & Co.’s store at 
319 Sixth-avenue devoted Its second-floor win- 
dows to a display of flags. and a portrait of 
Washington. But of all the buildings in the 
city Macy’s was decorated the most elaborately. , 
Ite corner windows showed doll tableaus of 
“The Surrender of Cornwallis,” ‘Moll Pitcher 
at Monmouth,” ‘Washington at Valley Forge,” 
“peciaration of Independence,” and * Paul 
Revere’s Ride.” The front and sides of the 
building has been divided into cemparatively 
marrow spaces by streamers of bunting, while 
between these are groups of flags and festooned 
banners. Sheppard Knapp’s store’s entrance 
is beautifully decorated, the windows being 
devoted to pertraits of Washington framed in 
the national colors. A. J. Cammeyer’s big shoe 
shop at 167 Sixth-avenue was ablaze witb red, 
white, and blue flags and bunting hanging from 
every available space alieng its front and sides.

ARMY COMMITTEE WORK. 
All day yesterday a stream of péople 
poured inte the headquarters ef the Army Com- 
mittee intent upon purchasing seate on the sev- 


eral stands erected for the accommodation of the 
publioin viewing the military, and industrial pa- 
rades on April 30 and May 1. The eashb receipts 
for the day footed up close upon $5,000. At the 
opening of the office in the morning there 
were in possession of the clerks ef the commit- 
tee in the neighborhood of six thousand seats 
for the City Hall staud. When the office cloged 
this number had been reduced to less than oa 
single hundred, and but few sittings remain 
undisposed of on the Waverley-vlace and Forty- 
second-street stands. At 12 o’elock to-day the 
general sale of seats On the several stands to be 
erected about Union-square will be begun, 

‘Vickets for the first day’s display—that is, the 
military parade—are most iv demand. Com- 
paratively few purchasers appear to have any 
appreciable inclination for the civio and indus- 
trial parade, and the indications are that on 
the morning of: the lsat of May the Army Com- 
mittee will find itself with a considerable quan- 
tity of séats for that day on its hands. It has 
therefore been deemed advisable to open ticket 
offices at the several stands oa that occasion, 
where persons desirous of witnessing the par- 
ade may purchase places at established rates.

Complaint has been made that the com- 


lated its public pledge in issuing a greater 


number ef tickets for that feature of the cele- 
bration than the Metropolitan Opera House is 
capable of comfortably accommodating. The 
imitations of the Opera House are fixed at 
6,000 persons. Seven thousana ball tickets, it 
is alleged, have been put on the market, or an 
excess ef 1, over and above the capacity 
of the building. Inquiry at the box 
office of the committee in the Madli- 
son-Square Bank discioses that 7,000 
tickets were originally placed in the bands of the 
treasurer at that point for disposal to the gen- 
eral publie. Subsequently 2,000 of this num- 
ber were withdrawn by erder of the representa- 
tlve of the committee. The sale bas since 
proceeded to the extent that yesterday all of 
the 5,000 had been disposed of with the excep- 
tion of about 500. The additional tickets are 
understocd to have been heid in reserve 
by the ball managers for the urpose 
of providing complimentary privileges 
to the specialiy-invited guests of the 
Centennial Committee, Five hundred of these 
tickets have been purchased by the Army Com- 
Mittee and distributed among the officers of 
visiting military organizations. The Naval 
Committees has aiso beem required to make cor- 
responding provision for its guests, and when 
the members of State delegations shall have 
been supplied itis estimated that the surplus 
2,000 tickets will have been entirely absorbed.

GREAT MARINE DISPLAY. 


MORE THAN TWO HONDRED STEAM 
VESSEIS WILL PARADE. 

In the hands of the Committee of Ar- 
Tangements of the Merchant Marine Naval 
Parade that affair has grown to proportions 
rivaling in length and the number of partiei- 
pants the industrial parade on the last ef the 


three days’ national festival. More than two 
hundred steam vessels of ali kinds have al- 
ready been entered for the parade by their 
owners, and as Mauy more are expected by to- 
morrow night, when the committee desire to 
close the entries. 

General willingness was expressed by all 
muriners to conform to the request of the com- 
mittee, published in yesterday’s TIMES, to keep 
clear of the channe! and of the line of parade 
while it was in progress, aud there does bot 
seem to be any disposition to interfere with 
the proper working out of the programme. The 
parade will enjoy the Important advantages 
over the land demonstration of counterfiling 
uround stakeboats in both the East avd North 
Rivers, giving each boat a view of every ether 
bout, and affording spectators from the shores 
a wuch more expansive view of the entire 
parade thun will be pessible of the 
land parade in the narrow streets of 
the eity. This ftaet has beceme so 
perfectly apparent that all the large excursion 
and passenger steamers have cenciuded to enter 
the parade, convinced thnt by this means alone 
will their passengers enjoy good views of the 
pageant. As for small craft, sail and row boats, 
they will not only be less auvantageous points 
of view than the docks and wharves, but will 
be in such perilfrom the larger vessels in the 
parade that none but the wust fvolhardy will 
venture out in them. 

Many vessels that would like te enter in the 
demonstration—transocesnnic, coastwise, and 
Sound steamers of large size and draught—have 
had to be refused entirely by the committee on 
account of the danger and difficulty of navigat- 
ing them in the crowded cCiiannel at low tide, 
when the parade begins, and in the uncertainty 
of there being nv wind on that day. Butseveral 
of these could quite easily follow the parade of 
war vessels up the Hudson, and arravgements 
locking to this end will be considered to-day. 
Some of the Ocean, Old Dominio, and Ward 
lines are included in this category. 

The committee desire all owners intending to 
enter their vessels to do #0 by te-morrow night 
ai the latest, owing to the necessity of arrang- 
ing the line 60 that no accidents will take place 
and ne cowpliications arise te interfere with the 
successful carrying out of the programme. 
They also call the attention of the public to the 
fact that their orders have been issued with a 
view to avoiding such a needless din of whistle 
blowing as occurrea at the Bartnoldi Statue 
dedication. The salutes are to be short and to 
be blown in concert. In the assignment of 
ontries to their reapevtive squadrous the com- 
mittee have beon governed not alone by the 
size and character of the vessel, but 
also by considerations of ownership, so that 
all the vessels of a line would be under the 
control of the owner as far as possible, thereby 
giving the Commodores as complete mastery of 
their squadrons as long discipline and proprie- 
tary authority can insure. Rear Admiral C. W. 
Woolsey will head tho procession with the 
ferryboat Bergen. His Fleet Captain will be D: 
M. Munger, and his Lieutenant Leon Abbett, Jr. 
The gun detachment of the Second Regiment 
Nutional Guards, State of New-Jersey, with two 
three-inch Gatling guns, will form a part of the 
complement.of the Bergen. 

Rear Admiral F. W. Vosburgh, in command of 
the First Division, will have the large tug Voes- 
burgh for a flagship, with Commander Peter 
Cahil! and Lieut.

THE CIVIC PARADE. 

The work of cutting down the number of 
would-be participants in the civic parade was 
begun yesterday by Gen. Butterfield, the Chief 
Marshal, and his assistants, and his orders will 
naturally cause much dissatisfaction from par- 
ties who have been arranging to parade for 
some weeks past. To the German-American, 
Irish-American, Scandinavian, and other divis- 
jons of a similar character orders have been 
issued that the number of men first announced 
a8 participants in the parade,must be cut down 
20 per cent. Similar action will be taken in 
relation to other large orgauized bodies, and 
but one band or drum corps will be allowed to 
each body of 400 or 500 men. This he expects 
will save censiderable distance by making the 
divisions more compaet. 

By cutting the parade down to 80,000 men 
Gen. Butterfield expects, providing his instruc- 
tions are carried outin their entirety, that the 
entire procession will be able to pass Over the 
line of march laid out without tov great fatigue 
either to the participants in it or the specta- 
tors. In order to do this, however, it will be

Thus, for example, one of the rear divisions 
which mey not start on its five-mile tramp 
down town until noon or later will not de asked 
to report forduiy so oarly as those which will 
have the right of the line. JTbis will save the 
men much fatigue from standing in line, and as 
several of the divisions cannot possibly start 
until the head of the procession is dismissed at 
Canal-street, the participants will greatly ap- 
preoiate this regard for their comfort. “The 
interest and patriousm evinced by ail the er- 
ganizations,” said Gen. Buttertield, “is very re- 
markable, and the willing spirit shown to com- 
ly with orders gives evidence of their desire to 
ave this histerical pageant, what 1 have no 
doubt it will be, a murvelous suecess,” 

One officer from each 100 men in every di- 
vision bas been iustructed by Assistant Mar- 
shal Oliver to be present at a drill at the 
Twelfth Regiment Armory on Saturday even- 
ing, at 8 o’clock, when they will be instructed 
in formation and seme of the simple move- 
meuts it will be necessary for them to know 
in order te successfully handle the men in their 
commands during the parade of May 1.

The communication from Gen, Butterfield, 
Grand Marshal of the civic parade, with ref- 
erence to keeping the streets in that sevtion of 
the eity lying between Forty-third and Firty- 
seventh streets and Lexington and Sixth ave- 
nues free from all vehicles and other obstruc- 
tions on the morning of the Ist prox., so as to 
allow of the formation of the numerons organti- 
zations which will take part in the parade, was 
receivea by the Pulice Commissioners yester- 
day and was referred to the Superintendent. A 
conference will be held to-day between Gen. 
Butterfield and Superintendent Murray. 

Mr. Wall of the Hotelkeepers’ Assoeiation 
appeared before the Board of Police yesterday 
and said the hotel proprietors had organized a 
Committee on Public Oomfort to look after 
visitors to the city who could not be accemmo- 
dated at the hotels. They had already received 
400 letters from persons who are willing to 
accommodate boarders and lodgers during the 
eclebratien. Many of theses persons are 
vouched for, but about the great majority of 
them the committee knew nothing, and they 
therefore asked the assistance of the police in 
ascertaining the character of the honses and 
inmates before they recommended them to 
strangers. Mr. Wall was informed that the 
assistance of the police would be cheerfully 
given, and he was requested to formulate the 
wishes of the committee and submit them in 
writing, so that official action could be taken 
thereon. 

Vice Admiral Woolsey of the merchant marine 
sent a letter to the Beard of Police requesting 
that the policesteam boat Patrol take partin the 
naval parade on the 29th inst., and that a prem- 
inent position in line would be accorded ber if 
application was made. He also requested that 
Capt. Smith, eo auding the Patrol, be author- 
ized to attend the. weekly meetings of the com- 
mittee in charge of the parade. The chief clerk 
was direeted to inform the Aice Vdmiral tnrat 
the Patrol would be employed strictly on police 
duty on the day in questien and therefore could 
not take part in the parade,as it would be neces- 
sary tou keep her moving about from pluee to 
place where the serviees of the police might be 
required. 

At the suggestion of Superintendent Murrey 
the Polic Commissieners yesterday made pro-

THE LOAN COLLECTION. 

W.S. Baker of Philadelphia, one of the 
best authorities in the country on portraits of 
Washington, visited the Centennial Loan Exhti- 
bition, at the Assembly Rooms of the Metropoli- 


tan Opera House yesterday, and discovered 
among the engraved portraits of Washington 
two portraits which he had never seen or heard 
of before, though intimately acquainted with 
this branch of Americana. 

The James Peaie minatures of Gen. and 
Martha Washington, painted in 1782, have just 
been added to the collection. These were kept 
in the Peale family until 1873, when they were 
sold to Joseph C. Duncan of San Francisco, who 
sold them to Surant da Ponte, who leans them 
to the exhibition. 

A portrait whioh attracts much attention has 
just been added to the collection. It is a 
crayon in black ana white on a pinkish ground 
of Chief Justice Marshall, and is believed to be 
the only authentic portrait in existence. The 
portrait was made by 8t Moemin, and is the 
preperty of Thomas Marshall Smith of Balti- 
more. 


Catalogues of the exhibition were placed on 
sale at the exhibitien rooms last evening for the 
first time. Though it is not entirely complete 
it is very nearly so, the articles being numbered 
to cerrespond with those in the catalogue 
now ready, but which consists only of proof 
sheets stitched together. When complete and 
bound the book will censist of 150 pages, the 
articles being divided undeér the heads of por- 
traite, engravings, illustrations, busts, relics, 
newspapers, and silverware.

THE INAUGURATION MEDAL. 
‘The Committee on Celebration employed 
the sculptor Augustus St. Gaudens to design a 
medal worthy of the centennial year ef Wash- 


iugton’s inauguration, and the bronzes are now 
in the hands of the Secretary of the committee, 
It iaa very. large medal, bearing on one aide a 
half length of George Washington, seen in 
profile, and the bundie of rods, with an axe, 
«which the ralers of Rome caused to be carried 
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; and’ whose full length statue of Washington 
stands dusty and badly iighted tn the small 
rotunda of the Court House at Richmond, Va. 
Houdon was the best sculptor of bis period, 
and preserved the dignity that was natural to 
Washington without lesing anything in the way 
of a likeness. 

The thirteen stars are distributed near the 
rim of the medai; above the bead stands 
“George Washington” in the plainest letter- 
ing we find en roman tablets, and acress 
the face runs the title Pater-Patrie, with 
the date 1789 in roman numerals. Under 
the figure is written ‘* Philip Martiny, Mod- 
eler. Design and Cepyright by Augustus St, 
Gaudens.” The figure is in high reliof, and is 
ot artistically proportioned to the size of the 
medal. The medeler is a workman of promise 
in Mr. St. Gaudene’s atelier. 

On the other side thirty-eight stars are close 
togetler just inside the rim. The shield and the 
coat ef arms of the city of New-Amsaterdam is 
in the lower left hand coruer, like the seal of a 
document, The upper one-third of the same 
side of the medal is filled by aneagle, with wings 
spread to their utmost, carrying on ite breast a 
shield with the stars and tnigteen stripes and 
the legend “E Pluribns Unum.” As usual, the 
eaxle grasps with both feet a bundle of arrows 
intertwined with laurel. The greater portion of 
this side is given up tv the inscription: 
“To Yommemorate the Inauguration of 
George Washington as First President of the 
United States of America at New-York, April 30, 
1789. By Asean of the Committee on 
Celebration. New-York, April 30, 1889,” the 
numbers being in Roman numerals. This ex- 
tremely tasteful and dignified medal looks as if 
it had been very easily created on the lines of 
precedents established by the coats of arms ef 
the cduptry and the city of New-York. As 
® Matter of fast, it was only after throwing 
aside many designs that the one chosen was 
eventually chosen by Mr. St. Gaudens, 
while the modeler was hard at workfor a mouth 
at ae arranging the flelds, only to vary them 
again. 

The making of a good coin or medal is an art 
by itself, in which very few persens are pro- 
figient. A good sculptor may make a very poor 
nredal; but, as a rule, the tusk is given to ama- 
teurs, who produce the most pitiful objects. In 
this case the committee snould be congratulated 
on its choice of an artist, and the peopie of New- 
York on the good lucy to have had men of the 
highest talents lapuvring to produce an ob- 
ject which, from its size and material, ts 
most lhkely to remain as a record of 
the ceremonies that will usher in the 
the second centuryof the Republie when every- 
thing else shall nave disappeared. The commit- 
teomen at the opening of the exhibition of relics 
of Washington’s period wore as badges bronze 
medals of the same design, greatly reduced. 
These, and the large medai of a finer modeling, 
whicb is now ready, will be valuable things 
some day for the men who were children in 
1889, and saw the great procession anda the city 
in gala attire.

JERSEYMEN WILt HELP MOVE, 

There is anexceedingly strong probability 
that the truckmen of this city whe expect to 
reap a plentiful harvest May 1 by “moving” 
persons despite ot the parade and the attendant 
difficuities of the holiday, will be somewhat dis- 
appointed. The great law of supply and demand 
has come to the rescue of the intended victims 
and unless the city ordinances interfere, out-of- 
town truckmen will cut down prices, 

Truckmen have already advanced their prices 
te $10 a lead for a single truck ferany distance 
within two miles of the starting point and $14 
forany greater distance. Double truck loads 
are charged for at from $15 to $19, But the 
chances are that by meving day these prices 
will be considerably reduced, for there are a 
number of Jersey City, Huboken, Newark, and 
Elizabeth truckmen having the city in con- 
teuiplation for an additional source of income. 

Many of them have already made contrasts 
with families at nearly 25 per cent. less than 
the priees named above. One of these men 
offers to furnish trucks sufficient to do fully 30 
per cent. of the moving im thistown. With the 
introduction of this number of drays, it is be- 
lieved that competition will reduce the general 
tariff very greatly. 

Hewever, the eity truckmen intend to appeal 
to the Aldermen because of this tnvasion, on 
lhe ground that as they have paid for licenses 
they should be protected against any outside 
competition. If the Jerseymen come here, the 
New-York truekmern declare they should be 
compelled to pay the regular license fee whether 
they intend to continue in Business here or not.

SWINDLED AND TURNED OUT 


DON STULLING PROVES AN 
EASY VICTIM.

Don Stolling, a Norwegian artist, long a 
resident of Mexico, came to New-York a few 
days ago to ece all that there was to be seen at 
the centenary before taking passage for Europe.

You look so much like my 
friend Jones. I trust you will pardon my 
error.” 

“Oh, certainly,” said the artist. Then he 
walked on a block or so, and there came another 
Man—well dressed and dignified. 

“Can I believe my eyes? Why this is—no, it 
can’t bé—but it is—this is Mr. Stulling of the 
city of Mexico. Why, Mr. Stolling, I am so glad 
to see you. When did yoa leave the sister re- 
public? Don't remember met Why, there was 
such acrowd when I was introduced to you— 
hundreds of people! Was it a ball or reception? 
Ican’t place it exactly, but your face is im- 
Pressed on my memory,and I never forget 
Taces.” 

** Maybe you came to my atelier when I was

By the introduction of wood fibre into 
the wool, we produce a material which is softer 
and more lasting than anything in that lme 
ever menufactured. You see you are going 
abroad. You must have asuit of new clothes.

Dish the cleth What an advertisoment you 
would be for me.

NEW CHUROH IN PORT CHESTER... 

The cerrerstone of the new St. Peter’s 
Church at Port Chester was laid yesterday.
